The  respective  motions  to  postpone  or  commit  shall 
preclude  debate  on  the  main  ques^on. 

Rule  25.  Every  motion  or  resolution  shall,  after  presentation,  be 
first  stated  by  the  President,  or  on  his  order  read  by  the  Secretary 
before  debate,  and  again,  if  desired  by  any  member,  immediately  before 
putting  the  question.  And  every  resolution  and  amendment  shall

Rub  SI.  All  resolatioDs  authorizing  or  contemplating  expendi- 
tures for  the  purposes  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committeeon  Contingent  Expenses,  for  their  report  thereon 
before  final  action  by  the  Convention. 

CHAPTER  XI.

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JluU  S3.  In  cases  of  the  absence  of  a  quorum  at  any  session  of  the 
ConveDtion,  the  members  present  may  take  anch  measures  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the  presence  of  a  quorum,  and  may 
inflict  such  censure  as  they  may  deem  just,  on  those  who  8n  being 
called  on  for  that  purpose  shall  render  no  sufficient  excuse  for  t^eir 
absenco,

Rule  41.  There  aball  be  printed,  as  of  coarse,  and  without  any 
special  order,  800  copies  of  nil  reports  of  committees  on  the  subject 
of  Constitutional  revision,  and  of  all  reports  and  communications 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  order  or  request  of  the  Convention ; 
and  800  copies  of  the  journal ;  which  numbers  shall  be  denominated 
the  usual  number. 

Ride  ^2.  The  Governor  and  each  head  of  the  State  Executive 
departments,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  printer  with  a  copy  of  the 
•  offidal  documents  of  the  Convention   out  of  the   usual    number 
printed. 

Rule  43.  The  sergeant-at-arms  shall  receive  from  the  printer  all 
matter  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Conventiou,  and  shall  keep  » 
record  of  the  time  of  the  reception  of  each  document,  aud  the  num- 
ber of  copies  received,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  of  each  to  be  placed 
on  the  desks  of  the  members,  officers  and  reporter  entitled  to 
receive  them,  immediately  after  their  reception  by  him. 

Rule  44.  There  shall  be  bound,  out  of  the  usual  number  printed,

2.  Whether,  in  their  opinion,  the  sole  of  intoxicating  liquors 
shoald  be  denied  to  all  exceptsuchas  shall  receive  a  certificate  under 
the  band  and  official  seal  of  a  person  prsperly  qualified  and  duly 
appointed  showing  that  the  liquor  offered  for  sale  had  been  carefully 
analyzed  and  wag  unadulterated,  pure,  and  contained  no  poisonous 
dreg. 
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8.  Whether,  in  their  opinion,  any  law  authorizing  or  prohibitiag 
the  sale  should  not  be  organic  instead  of  legifllative,  thereby  creating 
a  rule  controling  and  regulating  public  opiaion,  and  relieving  each 
successive  Legiaiature  frt>m  the  pressing  importunities  of  those  in 
favor  of  or  opposed  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  drinks.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLISHING 
PROCEEDINGS  AND  DEBATES. 

Tour  Committee,  to  whom  waa  referred  a  resolution  of  inquiry 
OS  to  the  terms  upon  which  verbatim  reports  of  the  proceedings 
of  this  Convention  can  be  published  in  two  or  more  newspapers  of 
this  city,  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  respectfully 

REPORT.  _ 

It  first  became  necessary  to  ascertfun  whether  the  power  to 
contract  for  the  performance  of  such  work  as  was  contemplated  by 
die  resolution  was  conferred  by  the  terms  of  the  law  which  crea- 
ted the  Convention.  Under  the  eighth  section  of  the  law  referred' 
to,  the  Comptroller  and  Secretary  of  State  are  "authorized  and 
"  required  to  r^ive  proposals  and  make  contract  for  all  the  priut- 
"iog  necessary  for  the  said  Conventioa." 

Under  this  provision,  a  contract  was  made  with  Weed,  Parsons  & 
Co.,  of  the  date  of  May  16th,  1867,  ibr  the  printing  of  Documenis 
at  a  compensation  of  $11  for  each  800  copies  of  8  pages,  to  include 
bU  charges,  and  for  each  additional  100  copies  of  8  pages,  68  cents ; 
fbr  Joumaht  each  800  copies  of  8  pages,  to  indade  all  charges, 
$12,75,  and  for  each  additional  100  copies  of  8  pages,  40  cents;  for 
DAata,  each  800  copies  of  8  pages,  each  page  to  contain  not  less 
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ttian  SOOO  ems  of  brevier  and  noDpareil  type,  to  include  all  charges, 
$5.88,  aad  for  each  additional  100  copies  of  8  pages,  $1.  The  fol- 
lowing paragraph  appears  in  the  advertisement  for  proposals  issued 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Oomptroller,  and  in  the  opinion  of  i 
the  latter  oflicer,  becomes  a  part  of  the  contract  with  the  Convention 
Printers  by  virtne  of  the  official  acceptance  of  their  proposals : 

"  Misedluieoaa:  printing  not  coming  onder  above  heads,  will  be 
"  pwd  for  at  the  rates  current  in  the  city  of  Albany,  at  the  time  of 
"  the  execution  thereo£" 

These  are  all  the  provisions  of  the  contract  with  the  Convention 
Printers  bearing  upon  the  subject  of  printing  its  proceedings  and 
debates.  The  law  is  silent  with  reference  to  newspaper  publication 
oif  this  matter,  and  under  its  express  authority,  such  publication 
could  only  be  secured  by  an  arrangement  with  the  Convention  Print- 
ers at  the  terms  agreed  upon  with  them  for  miscellaneous  printingi 
But  thitf would  involve  a  compensation  at  "the  rates  current  at 
Albany,"  in  this  case  regulated  by  the  charges  for  transient  adver- 
tising— an  expense  much  larger  than  is  necessary  to  be  incuired 
for  the  service.  This  plan  being  considered  impracticable,  the  next 
question  that  arose  was,  whether  parties  proposing  for  the  wwk; 
would  be  willing  to  go  forward  and  perform  it  under  direction  of 
the  Convention,  without  any  fund  from  which  their  remuneration 
could  be  drawn,  relying  upon  future  action  by  the  Legislatore  to 
secure  payment  for  their  service. 

Propositions  have  been  made  to  the  Committee  by  the  publiaheis 
of  th?  Evening  Journal  and  of  the  Albuiy  Argm,  the  proprietorti  of 
other  new^apers  here  declining  to  offer  terms,-  ibr  tJie  reason  (lut 
Ijwy  did  not  care  to  undertake  the  work.  The  Jmrital  aad  Argws 
paMshers  respectively  are  willing  to  print  the  stenographic  raports 
of  the  debates  and  proceedings,  from  day  to  day,  in  the  regular  edi* 
tions  of  their  papers,  and  at  prices  which  your  Committee  consider 
liberal  ta  tlte  State — being  considerably  less  than  half  the  legal  rates 
for  publishing, — to,-Wit^  six  doData  and  a.  half  percolumn  fbriucti 
puhlicatjoil  ifa  ekc1j  paper,  and  to  fnclude  the  daily  deEvefy  of  two 
copies  of  an  tfie.  issues  of  their  papers  containing  the  proceedings 
and  debates  to  each  member  of  the  Convention  without  ftirtter 
chin:ge. 
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Zo  this  conneotiot],  yoor  Conunittn  have  giTfln  atteotloD  to  a 
propoBilioii  genoane  to  the  sutgect-mattot  nforred  to  them — that 
the  pKweedinga  and  debates  be  paUuhed  in  pamphlet  form  under 
the  -contract  with  the  Convention  Printers,  and  distributed  hj  the 
Conrention.  This  method,  while  involnng  a  larger  oost,  if  eeti- 
mated  npon  the  basis  of  an  equal  circulation  to  be  obtained  by  the 
newspaper  publication,  &s  proposed,  would  also  be  attended  with 
much  additional*  labor,  and  fail  to  accomplish  the  ends  desired.  A 
pamphlet  does  not  go  into  general  circulation ;  it  lacks  the  freshness, 
and  does  not  secure  the  interest  that  attaches  to  the  newspaper.  It 
would  be  read  by  comparatively  few  persons. 

A  newspaper,  on  the  other  hand,  is  received  everywhere,  and 
comes  under  the  observation  of  all  classes.  Giroolate  as  many  of  the 
pamphlets  as  yon  may,  still  you  will  &ril  to  reach  the  pet^le  and 
instmct  them  in  the  work  of  this  Conventioa,  ss  may  be  done  by 
the  newspaper  publication  of  the  full  stenographic  repwts  of  its 
daily  proceedings  and  debates. 

The  Svening  Journal  and  the  Argua  are  in  a  sense  representative 
organs  of  the  two  great  political  parties,  and  the  Convention  debates, 
published  in  their  columns  from  day  to  day,  would  be  brought  to  tbe 
attention  of  a  very  large  number  of  people,  of  a  class  interested  in 
public  questions,  and  would  also  be  placed  sooner  tiian  otherwise 
could  be  done,  in  the  hands  of  newspaper  editors  throughout  the 
State,  who  would  be  certain  to  make  such  excerpts  from  and  com- 
ments npon  them  as  would  attract  the  attention  of  tbe  people  to 
qaestions  upon  which  they  will  be  called  upon  to  decide. 

The  inquiry  is  pertinent  here,  whether  the  advantages  denvable 
fVwn  tbe  publication,  as  proposed,  would  be  sufficient  to  justify  the 
expfflise  to  be  incurred.  Yonr  Committee  assume  that  thfi  sessions 
of  the  Convention  will  continue  many  weeks.  Perhaps,  when  it 
adjourns,  but  a  short  time  will  el^e,  as  was  the  case  in  1846,  before 
the  period  when  its  work  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  approval 
or  rejection.  In  that  brief  intervening  time,  there  will  be  little 
opportunity  for  stating  and  discussing  the  questions  which  have 
arisen  and  received  attention  here.  But  if  the  proceedings  and 
debates  are  published  in  extmao  as  they  transpire,  and  in  a  manner 
to  secure  their  largest  reading  and  study,  diacoasions  will  b^^  widi 
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them  at  the  outset,  and  when  we  adjourn,  the  public  will  have  a. 
full  and  accurate  understanding  of  what  we  have  accomplished 
Certainly  it  is  of  first  importance  in  connection  with  the  great  work 
committed  to  this  Convention,  that  the  people  should  be  fully 
informed  of  its  doings  and  the  reasons  in  detail  for  all  action  taken 
here. 

But  an  object,  perhaps  quite  as  important,  will  bcaccooiplished  by 
the  proposed  newspaper  publication,  in  placing  upon  the  tables  of 
members  daily  the  verbatim  reports  of  the  discussions  which  occur. 
An  opportunity  will  thus  be  furnished  to  members  to  deliberately 
review  the  arguments  advanced  in  the  Convention  while  subjects 
are  still  under  disoussion,  and  while  the  measures  proposed  are  still 
within  their  control.  Seljing  upon  the  pamphlet  publication  of  the 
debates,  experience  shows  that  there  would  be  a  much  greaterdelay, 
thus  in  a  measure  depriviug  the  Convention  of  the  important  advan- 
tages named. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  are  of  opinion  that  the  publication 
referred  to  is  both  feasible  and  proper,  and  in  their  opinion  the 
advantages  that  would  result  therefrom  fully  justify  the  expenditure 
necessary  for  the  purpose.  They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Albany  Evening  Journal,  and  the  Albany 
Argus  be  authorized  to  publish  the  daily  reports  of  the  proceedings 
and  debates  of  this  Convention,  aa  furnished  by  the  stenographer, 
and  to  furnish  two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Convention,  for 
the  compensation  of  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  column  of  solid 
brevier  and  nonpareil  type  for  such  publication  in  each  paper  named 
— said  reports  to  be  printed  in  the  regular  editions  of  said  papera— 
and  that  the  next  Legislature  be  requested  to  make  the  requisite 
appropnationa  for  payment  of  the  service.

Sl» — The  CommiasioDers  of  the  Canal  Fuud  respectfiiUy  report, 
that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  resolution  of  the  Con- 
veotion  adopted  on  the  11th  inst,  requesting  the  said  CommissionijiB 
to  prepare  and  communicate  to  the  Convention  a  statement  showing 

"1.  The  original  cost  of  the  several  canals  of  this  State,  including 
that  of  any  enlargement  or  extension  thereof." 

"  2.  The  aggregate  cost  of  each  canal  as  aforesaid,  inclndii^ 
superintendence,  repairs  and  legal  interest  on  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion, np  to  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year." 

'*  3.  The  aggregate  receipts  or  income  from  each  oulkI  up  to  the 
close  of  the  last  fiscal  year." 

"  -t  The  net  cost  (or  profit)  of  each  oan«l  up  to  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year." 
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"5.  The  annual  receipts  or  income  of  the  State  from  each  canal, 
■with  the  annual  cost  of  the  superintendence  and  repaits,  reqwc- 
tivtij,  of  such  canal  np  to  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year." 

"  6.  And  a  table  which  will  show  with  how  much  each  so-called 
lateral  canal  should  be  credited  for  its  contributions  to  the  revenues 
which,  in  the  jeaiij  official  tables  and  reports,  are  credited  to  the 
Erie  catiaL" 

"7.  And  dsb  the  amount  of  outstanding  canal  debt,  and  when 
due,  and  when  the  same  would  be  paid,  assuming  as  a  bads  of  caleu- 
latioQ  for  the  future  revenue  of  the  toll  receipts,  the  revenue  from 
the  same  source  for  the  last  seven  years."

If  the  Commissioners  correctly  understand  the  import  of  the  sev- 
eral subdivifflODS  of  the- resolution,  they  require  answers  to  the 
fidlowing  questions : 

1st.  The  cost  of  the  several  canals  of  the  State  in  thre6  fotms: 
first,  the  cost  of  construction  and  enlargement ;  second,  the  cost 
including  superintendence  and  repairs,  and  interest  on  such  cost; 
tl^,  the  net  loss  or  profit  of  each  canal. 

2d.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  receipts  or  income  of  each  canal 
up  to  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  the  net  income  after 
deducting  the  expenses  of  repairs  and  superintendence,  the  state. 
menta  in  each  case  to  be  brought  down  to  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
year. 

3d,  The  amount  of  tolls  credited  to  the  Erie  canal  which  should 
properly  be  credited  to  the  lateral  canals. 

4th.  The  outstanding  debt  chargeable  on  the  canal  revenues,  and 
the  period  in  which  it  will  be  extinguished  by  the  application  of  the 
swplna  nTftDses  to  tbst  object 

The  Commissioners  understand  that  the  net  cost  or  profit  of  the 
sevMil  caoalft  is  to  be-estaiUisbed  by  a  comparison  of  the  ablegate 
expenditures,  including  interest,  with  the  ag^^regate  receipts,  aad  tbey 
assume  that  it  was  the  intention  to  state  an  int^nst  acc^mt  on 
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i«oeipts  83  well  lui  paymeats,  although  the  laDgaage  of  the  reaolu- 
tioo  iails  to  express  it 

On  this  coustruGtion  of  the  scope  and  purpose  of  the  resolution, 
the  Commisaioners  conclude  that  the  exigency  under  which,  in 
aooMdwioe  with  the  proviso,  they  are  required  to  report,  ias  »ot 
arieeOt  as  tiie  iaiormation  called  for  will  be  ^veu  substantially  in 
die  detailed  statements  of  the  Auditor  of  the  Cinal  Department 
iucloded  jn  the  Manual  prepared  for  the  use  of  the-  Convention 
Sach  of  the  statemcute  as '  have  not  already  been  published  will  be 
included  in  following  pages  of  the  volume  devoted  to  Statistics,  and 
laid  on  the  tables  of  .membera  in  a  few  days. 

As  an  additional  reason  for  this  conclusion,  it  may  be  stated  that 
the  records  from  which  the  information  sought  for  must  be  derived, 
are  not  in  the  possession  of  the  Commissioners  or  under  their 
oODtrol.  By  the  act,  chapter  162,  Laws  of  1848,  creating  the  office 
of  Auditor,  th^  officer  was  invested  with  some  of  the  most  import- 
ant powers  that  had  previously  been  exercised  by  the  Commission-  , 
era  of  the  Canal  Fund,  from  the  organization  of  the  Board  in  1817/ 

By  section  4  it  was  provided  that  all  books  and  papers  pertun- 
ing  to  the  duties  of  said  Auditor,  or  to  the  duties  of  the  Commis- 
aoneiB  of  the  Canal  Fanfl,  or  of  the  Canal  Board,  should  be 
deposited  in  the  Canal  Department,  and  be  securely  and  safely  kept 
by  said  Auditor. 

By  section  6  the  power  given  by  law  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Canal  Fund  to  employ  and  pay  the  necessary  clerks  in  the  Canal 
Department,  was  vested  in  the  said  Auditor. 

By  section  13,  the  accoants  of  receipts  and  payments  on  account 
of  the  canals  and  canal  fund  and  debt,  before  kept  by  the  Commis- 
aioners of  the  Canal  Fund,  were  directed  to  be  kept  by  the  Auditor 
&om  the  1st  day  of  October,  1848,  from  which  date,  neither  the 
CommiBsioneaB  of  the  Canal  Fund,  nor  the  Comptroller,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  have  had  charge  of  them. 

This  transfer  of  authority  and  of  records,  render  the  Commission- 
ers of  tiie  Canal  Fund  no  longer  the .  official  channel  for  the 
communication  of  information  of  the  character  of  that  required  in 
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the  first  nx  subdivisioas  of  the  lesolation  of  the  Coaventioa,  and 
reatriots  thmr  powers  and  duties  more  particularly  to  the  care 
and  supervision  of  the  surplus  revenues,  carried  to  the  credit  of  the 
sinkiDg  funds  at  the  close  of  each  £scal  year. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  respectfally  submit  these 
fects  to  the  Conventaon,  with  the  assurance  that  they  have  no 
-tnth  to  witlibold  any  information  that  can  be  drawn  from  any 
records  under  their  control,  bat'  on  the  contrary  earnestly,  desire  to 
afford  to  the  important  labors  of  the  Convention  every  aid  in  their 
power.

In  response  to  the  resolution  of  Hon.  George  T.  Spencer,  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  commanicates  tbe  following. 

INDIAN  TRIBES. 
A  few  remnanta'of  the  native  races  still  reside  in  the  State,  moatlj 
occupjing  reservations  of  land  in  common,  and  receiving  annuities 
under  treaties  by  which  their  original  territory  was  ceded  to  the 
State     The  reservations  are  as  follows : 

AUegany  Besmmtion,  chiefly  of  Senecas,  lying  in  the  towns  of 
South  YaUey,  Cold  Spring,  Bucktooth,  Great  Yaliey  and  Garrolton, 
in  Cattaraugos  county.  The  tract  extends  35  miles  along  both  sides 
of  the  Allegany  river,  is  about  half  a  mile  wide,  and  contains  about 
42  square  miles,  or  26,680  acres.  Population,  in  1865,  820,  being 
an  increase  of  71  iu  ten  yean. 

[Con.  No.  11]  1 
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Caltaraugua  Beaervatum,  on  both  sides  of  Cattaraugua  creek,  in  the 
towns  of  Perrysburgh,  Cattaraugus  county,  Collins,  Erie  county,  and 
Hanover,  Cbuatauqua  county,  including  21,680  acres  of  excellent 
land,  and  mostly  under  improTement.  A  council  house  is  owned 
by  the  tribe,  and  three  churches  are  maintained.  Population  in 
1865,  1,347,  being  an  increase  of  168  in  ten  years.  The  Thomas 
Orphan  Asylum,  hitherto  aided  by  the  State,  is  located  here. 

The  Cayngai  hare  no  reserration.  Many  have  removed  west  of 
the  Mississippi  river,  and  64  persons,  in  1865,  received  $1,093.50 
annuities  from  the  sale  of  their  former  reservation.  Others  have 
received  the  prin<npal  of  their  annuities,  and  a  few  reside  among  the 
Senecaa  at  Cattaraugus. 

The  Or^idaa,  now  reduced  to  155  persons  (in  1866),  reside  on 
farms  owned  as  individual  freeholds,  in  the  towns  of  Lenox,  Madi- 
son county,  and  Vernon,  Oneida  coun^.  The  greater  part  of  these 
people  emigrated,  over  thirty  years  since,  to  the  neighborhood  of 
Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  where  they  own  about  800  acres  of  land, 
and  now  reside. 

Onondagu  Reaervation,  on  Onondaga  creek,  in  the  towns  of  Fayette 
and  Onondaga,  in  Onondaga  county.  Population,  in  1865,  S60,  an 
increase  of  11  in  ten  years.  They  receive  annuities  from  the  State 
amounting  to  about  $1,550  annually.  "About  two-thirds  <rf  their 
lands  are  leased  to  the  State. 

&  Regis  JSeservaiion,  bordering  upon  the  St  LawreiMM  river  and 
the  Province  line  of  Canada.  The  tribe  were  originally  Mohawks 
and  other  tribes  of  the  Five  Nations,  who  were  induced  to  emigrate 
in  the  French  Colonial  period  of  Canada,  and  who  settled  at  their 
present  location  about  1760.  Population  living  south  of  the  bound; 
ary  line,  in  1865,  426,  being  an  increase  of  18  in  ten  years.  The 
number  of  this  tribe  living  on  the  Canada  side  is  about  760.  Some 
of  these  draw  annuities  from  this  State  by  virtue  of  treaties  of  ces- 
sion. In  1864,  the  number  who  shared  in  the  State  annmties  was 
648,  and  the  amount  paid  was  $2,886.60.  This  reservation  includee 
about  14,000  acres. 

The  divisipc  of  this  tribe  into  British  and  American  partly  wbioh, 
determines  from  which  government  they  sball  reed ve  their  uinaiti^. 
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or  presents,  originated  in  the  War  of  1813-'15,  and  according  as  they 
or  their  ancestors  declared  tbeir  preferencee  at  that  time.  The  die- 
ttnotion  is  kept  up  by  inheritance  from  mother  to  chil(^  according 
to  the  Indian  castona.  Each  party  is  governed  by  a  separate  class 
of  trustees  or  chieis,  and  their  domcBtioaf&irs  are  generally  managed 
harmonioDsly.  Although  tenants  in  common,  it  is  customary  for 
them  to  buy  and  sell  improvt'menls  among  tlietnEclves,  and  the  con- 
ventional titles  thas  acquired  are  respected  by  common  consent. 

Shinneoock  Reservation.  .  This  is  a  tract  of  land  held  in  common  by 
a  remnant  of  the  native  tribes  of  Long  Island,  numbering,  in  1865, 
147  persons.'  Many  of  these  peopli;  show  traces  of  Africjm  blood. 
They  have  lost  all  traces  of  their  native  liingaage  and  customs,  are 
generally  industrious,  atd  support  one  or  two  small  churches.  They 
receive  no  annuities  from  the  State. 

The  Shinnecock  lands  are  supposed  to  contain  about  630  acres. 

Tonawanda  Reservation,  in  Alabama  and  Pembroke,  in  Genesee 
county,  NewsteaJ,  Erie  county,  and  Boyalton,  Niagara  county.  This 
reservation  lies  on  the  Tonawanda  creek,  and  contains  about  45,440 
acres.     Population,  in  1865,  509,  a  decrease  of  93  in  ten  j^ears. 

Tvxarora  Retervationy  m  LewistOD,  Niagara  county,  embracing 
6,249  acres  of  land  purchased  with  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of 
lands  in  North  Carolina,  and  given  by  the  Holland  Land  Company 
and  the  Senecas.  They  receive  no  annuities.  Population,  in  1865, 
370,  an  increase  of  54  in  ten  years. 

These  people  anciently  emigrated  from  North  Carolina  and  settled 
bear  the  Oneidos.  They  were  removed  to  their  present  location 
through  the  influence  of  Bntish  agents,  dunnglhc  revolutionary  war. 

On  all  the  Indian  -Reservations,  schools  are  maintained  by  the 
State.  The  number  of  schools,  by  latest  reports,  was  25 ;  children 
between  5  and  16, 1,175 ;  number  of  children  attending  schools,  866. 
These  schools  are  under  the  immediate  care  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Insti-uction,

Mr.  Greelej,   from   the  above  standing   commiltee,   reports  as 

folloffs : 

Your  committee,  having  given  carefnl  attention  to  the  subject 
referred  to  tbem,  have  prepared  as  a  substitute  for  Article  II.  of  the 
present  constitution,  the  following: 

ARTICLE  — . 

1  Sec.  1.  Elvery  man  of  the  age-  of  twenty-one  years  who 

2  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  for  one  year  nezt 
8  preceding  an  election,  and  for  the  last  thirty  days  a  citizen  of 

4  the  United  States,  and  a  resident  of  the  election  district  where 

6  he  may  offer  his  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election, 

5  is  said  district  and  not  elsewhere,  for  all  ofSceis  elected  by  the 

7  people. 

[Ctor-Naie.]  1 
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8  Provided,  That  idiots,  lunatics,  persons  under  guardianship, 

9  felons  and  persons  convicted  of  bribery,  unless  pardoned  or 

10  otherwise  restored  to  civil  rights,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

11  No  person  who  shall  at  an;  time  within  thirtj  days  next  prece- 

12  ding,  have  been  a  public  pauper,  ehall  vote  at  any  election.    'So 

13  person  who  shall  reoeive,  expect  to  receive,  pay,  or  offer  to  pay, 

14  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing  to  influence  or  reward  a  vote 
16  to  be  given  at  an  electiouj  shall  vote  at  such  election ;  and, 

16  upon  challenge  for  such  cause,  the  person  so  challenged  shol], 

17  before  the  inspectors  receive  his  vote,  swear  or  affirm  before 

18  such  inspectors  that  he  has  not  received,  does  not  expect  to 

19  receive,  has  not  paid  nor  offered  to  pay,  any  money  or  other 

20  valuable  thing  to  influence  or  reward  a  vote  to  be  given  at  such 

21  election.    Laws  may  be  passed  excluding  from  voting  at  on 

22  election*  every  person,  who  shall  have  made,  or  who  shall  be 

23  interested  in,  a  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  thereof 

1  Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  voting,  no  person  shall  be  deemed 

2  to  have  gained  or  lost  a  residelice  by  reason  of  his  presence  or 
S  absence  while  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  nor 

4  while  engaged  in  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  this  State,  of 

5  the  United  States,  or  of  the  high  seas,  nor  while  kept  in  any 

6  almshouse  or  other  asylum,  at  the  public  expense,  nor  while 

7  conflned  in  any  public  prison.    And  the  Legislature  shall  pre- 
.  8  scribe  the  manner  in  which  electors  absent  from  their  homes  in 
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9  time  of  war,  in  tbe  actual  miHtaryor  naval  service  of  this  Stata, 

10  or  of  the  United  States,  may  vote,  and  shall  provide  for  the 

11  canv&SB  and  return  of  ibeir  votes. 

1  Sec.  8.  LawsBhall  be  made  for  ascertaining  by  proper  proo& 

2  the  citizens  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  right  of  suffrage  hereby 
S  established.     And  the  Legislature  shall  provide  that  a  register 

4  of  all  citizens  entitled'  to  the  right  of  suffrage  in  each  election 

5  district  shall  be  made  and  completed  at  leastsix  days  before  any. 

6  election  ;  and  no  person  shall  vote  at  such  election  who  shall 

7  not  have  been  registered  according  to  law ;    but  such  laws 

8  shall  be  uniform  in  their  requirements  throughout  the  State. 

1  Sec.  4.  All  elections  by  the  citizens  shall  be  by  ballot, 

2  except  for  such  town  officers  as  may  by  law  be  directed  to  be 

8  otherwise  chosen. 

1  Sec.  5.  No  person  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  taking  the  oath 

2  of  office,  an  elector,  shall  hold  any  office  under  this  Constitu- 

3  tion.     All  officers  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their 

4  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or 

5  affirmation: 

6  "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support  the 

7  Constitution   of   the   United  States,   and   the  Constitution  of 

8  the  State  of  Kew  York ;   and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge 

9  the  duties  of  (the  office  he  is  to  hold)  according  to  the  best  of 
10  my  ability." 
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EXPLANATIONS. 

It  will  be  ee«n  that  the  existing  article  has  been  retained  by  os  in 
substance,  and  that  the  qualifications  of  a  legal  voter  proposed  hy 
as  be ;         ■ 

1.  Adult  rational  manhood. 

2.  Citizenship  of  the  United  States  of  not  less  than  thirtj  days' 
standing. 

8.  Residence  in  the  State  for  the  year  preceding. 

4.  Re.siuence  in  the  election  district  for  the  lost  thirty  days. 

5.  Freedom  from  crime. 

6.  Exemption  from  dependence  on  others,  through  pauperism  or 
guardianship. 

The  material  changes  we  recommend  are  these : 

1st.  Strike  out  all  discriminations  based  on  color.  Slavery,  the 
vital  source  and  only  plausible  ground  of  such  invidious  discrimina- 
tion, being  dead,  not  only  in  this  State,  but  throughout  the  tJuioo, 
as  il  is  soon  to  be,  wc  trust,  throughout  this  hemisphere,  we  caa 
imagine  no  tolerable  excuse  for  perpetuating  the  existing  proscrip- 
tion Whites  and  blocks  are  required  to  render  like  obedience  to 
our  laws,  and  are  punished  in  like  measure  for  their  violation. 
Whiles  and  blacks  were  indiscriminately  drafted  and  held  to  service 
to  fill  our  State's  quotas  in  the  war  whereby  the  Republic  was  saved 
from  disruption.  We  trust  that  we  are  henceforth  to  deal  with  men 
according  to  their  conduct,  witliout  regard  to  their  color.  If  bo,  the 
fact  should  be  embodied  in  the  Constitution. 

We  ask  you  to  abolish  the  present  requirement  of  four  months' 
residence  in  a  county  as  a  pre-requisite  to  voting.  This  exaction 
bears  hardly  on  such  residents  of  cities  as  spend  their  summer  mainly 
in  the  country,  and  cannot  afford  to  maintain  a  double  residence. 
Thousands  of  intelligent  and  patriotic  young  mechanics,  employed 
as  carpenters,  bricklayers,  painters,  plumbers,  gas-fitters,  etc^  by 
masters  located  in  our  great  cities,  are  sent  out  to  work  in  neighbor- 
ing couuties-for  periods  over  which  they  have  no  control,  and  in 
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Nonmber  find  l^t  ngfat  to  rots  ftnywlieie  goeslioDable,  if  not  . 
invalid.  Hundreds  of  Metbodiit  and  other  dcrgymeii  who  are 
assigned  to  new  chai^ges  in  snnimer,  find  theniflelves  disfranchised 
when  our  State  election  cornea  around.  Under  circumatancea  which 
impel  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  a  citizen  to  vot«,  the  concientioua  re- 
frain, while  the  unscrupulous  insist  We  hold  it  wise  to  abolish  a 
requirement  which  debars  thousands  of  capable  and  worthy  citizens, 
while  it  is  a  constant  incitement  to  distortion  or  suppression  of  truth, 
to  disaiirtuIatioD  and  perjury. 

At  present,  a  resident  in  any  county  for  four  months  is  allowed 
to  vote  at  the  poll  of  any  district  wherein  he  actually  resides  on  the 
day  of  election,  though  be  may  be  a  total  stranger  in  that  district, 
and  does  not  pretend  to  have  resided  in  it  two  days,  only  he  must 
Tt)te  to  fill  an  office  be  could  not  have  voted  to  fiH  before  bis  change 
of  residence.  But  bow  are  inxpectors  to  know  the  contents  of  his 
folded  ballot  ?  And  how  are  frauds  to  be  prevented  in  districts 
where  tlie  preponderance  of  one  party  is  overwhelmiug  ?  It  seems 
advisable  to  your  committee  to  require  an  absolute  residence  by  the 
voter  of  thirty  days  in  tlie  district  vrherehe  tenders  his  ballot  This 
will  give  time  for  proper  scrutiny,  and  will,  when  accompanied  by 
an  efficient  registry,  affoi-d  a  substantial  barrier  against  fmud.  And 
the  cases  must  be  few  indeed  where  the  reiiuirement  of  a  tliirty  days' 
reaidcnce  before  voting  will  work  individual  hardship  or  affect  the 
result  of  an  important  election.       . 

Oiir  present  Constitution  requires  that  natnralizatjon  shall  pre- 
cede  voting  by  at  least  ten  days ;  a  memorial  referred  to  us  asks  that 
this  interval  be  extended  to  sixty  days.  We  have  fixed  on  thirty 
days  as  the  proper  time.  We  would  stop  the  hunting  out  and  drag- 
ging up  before  courts  of  indifferent  and  often  reluctant  immigrants 
in  order  to  crowd  them  into  citizensbip,  in  order  to  affect'  by  their 
votcBthe  result  of  a  pending  election.  This  is  the  object  of  the  pre- 
sent requirement  of  ten  days'  interval,  and  it  will  be  far  more 
completely  occomplisbr^  by  extending  the  prescribed  term  to  thirty 
days.  It  is  well,  moreover,  that  the  terms  of  citizenship  and  resi- 
dence in  the  elecUon  disti-ict  should  be  identical,  so  as  to  avoid 
complexity  and  possible  misapprehension.  Should  we  extend  the 
intervid  between  naturalization  and  voting  tssixty  days,  the  change 
would  be  inveighed  against  as  impelled  by  a  spirit  of  hostility  to 
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.  Adopted  oitizens,  or  by  &  desire  to  impede  nataroliutioD.    We  trast 
the  CoDventioQ  will  assent  to  our  proportion. 

As  to  disfranchisement  of  criminals  and  law-breakera,  what  we 
propose  is  very  nearly  identical  with  what  is  now  prescribed,  partly 
by  the  Constitution,  partly  by  statute.  It  hos  seemed  to  ua  advisa- 
ble to  make  the  qualiScadons  of  voters  as  specific  and  unambiguous 
as  possible,  and  to  fix  them,  so  far  as  may  be,  in  the  CoDstitotioii. 

We  propose  that  public  paupers  shall  not  be  voters.  We  bold 
that  to  allow  the  inmates  of  almshouses,  subsisting  upon  the  charity 
of  the  public,  to  vote,  is  to  accord  an  excessive  influence  and  power 
over  the  results  of  our  elections  to  the  keepers  of  those  establish- 
ments, whose  retention  in  office  is  often  at  stake,  each  of  whom 
can  appeal  with  effect  to  his  boarders  not  to  vote  him  out  of  bouse 
and  home.  The  end  is  now  awkwardly  contemplated  in  the  provis- 
ion that  DO  pauper  shall  gain  or  lose  a  residence  by  reason  of  bis 
stay  in  an  almshouse ;  but  it  is  evaded  by  sending  the  paupers,  under 
watfchful  keepers,  just  prior  to  an  important  election,  to  the  towns 
or  wards  whence  they  camOi  there  to  be  registered  and  vote,  when 
they  are  welcomed  back  to  their  old  haunts  as  patriots  who  have 
been  absent  in  their  country's  and  their  keeper's  service  Specific 
disfranchisement  will  add  to  the  wholesome  horror  of  panpeiiam  now 
cherished  by  most  Americans,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason 
for  allowing  paupers  to  govern  by  their  votes  the  policy  of  our 
country  and  State,  and  at  the  salne  time  enabling  them  to  supersede 
a  keeper  who  may  have  been  so  cruel  aa  to  require  the  able-bodied 
among  them  to  work.  At  all  events,  let  this  matter  be  dealt  with 
frankly. 

Having  thus  briefly  set  forth  the  considerations  which  seem  to  us 
decisive  in  favor  of  the  few  and  moderate  changes  proposed  above, 
we  proceed  to  indicate  our  controlling  reasons  fordeclining  to  recom- 
mend other  and,  in  some  respects,  more  important  innovations. 

Your  committee  does  not  recommend  an  extension  of  the  elective 
franchise  to  women.  However  defensible  in  theory,  we  are  satisfied 
that  public  sentiment  docs  not  demand,  and  would  not  sustain,  an 
innovation  so  revolutionary  and  sweeping,  so  openly  at  war  with  a 
distribution  of  duties  and  functions  between  the  sexes  as  venerable 
and  pervading  as  government  itself,  and  involving  transformations

BO  radical  in  social  and  domestio  life.  Should  we  prove  to  be  ia 
error  on  thia  head,  the  Convemion  may  overrole  us  by  changing  a 
feir  words  in  the  first  section  of  oor  proposed  article. 

Nor  have  we  seen  fit  to  propose  the  enfranchisement  of  boys 
above  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  The  current  of  ideas  and  usages 
in  onr  day,  but  especially  in  this  country,  seenss  already  to  set 
qaits  too  strongly  in  fitvor  of  the  relaxatioo,  if  not  total  overthrow 
of  parental  authority,  espmntly  over  balf-grown  boys.  With  the 
sincereet  guod-will  for  the  class  in  question,  we  submit  that  they 
may  spend  the  hours  which  they  can  spare  from  their  labors  and 
their  lessons  more  usefully  and  profitably  in  mastering  the  wisdom 
of  the  sages  and  philosophers  who  have  eluddated  the  science  of 
government,  than  in  atteadonce  on  midnight  caucuses  or  ia  wrang* 
ling  aronod  the  polls. 

The  proposition  that  a  tax  should  be  assessed  on  and  collected 
fiom  voters,  is  commended,  like  some  others  by  plausible  analogic. 
Tiie  rightful  and  intimate  connection  between  taxation  and  repre- 
eentation  was  a  potent  watchword  of  our  Bevolutionary  fathers ;  yet 
we  cannot  ignore  the  £ict  that  the  Constitution  of  1821  having,  like 
its  predecessors,  embodied  this  principle,  an  amendment  striking  out 
this  qualification,  and  thus  establishing  manhood  suffrage,  was 
adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  1825,  and  railBed  by  an  overwhelm- 
ing popular  vote  in  1826 ;  yeas,  127,077 ;  nays,  8,215.  We  do  not 
feel  called  upon  to  appeal  from  their  judgment 

Nor  have  we  chosen  to  adopt  any  of  the  schemes  of  disfranchising 
illiterate  peraons  which  have  been  referred  to  us.  We  freely  admit 
that  ignorance  is  a  public  evil  and  peril,  as  well  as  a  personal  mis- 
fortune, and  we  are  ready  to  march  abreast  with  the  foremost  in 
limiting  its  baleful  influence.  But  men's  relative  capacity  ia  not 
absolutely  measured  by  their  literary  acquirements;  and  the  State 
requires  the  illiterate,  equally  with  others,  to  be  taxed  for  their  sup- 
port, and  to  shed  their  blood  in  her  defens&  We  prefer  that  she 
shall  persist  in  her  noble  efforts  to  instruct  and  enlighten  ail  her 
sons  by  means  less  invidious  and  more  genial  than  disfrancbisement. 
Were  there  no  other  consideration  impelling  to  this  decision,  we 
should  rest  on  and  deter  to  the  forcible  truths,  that  ability  to  read 
and  write  is  not  absolute,  but  comparative;  that  inspectors  of  elec> 
tioa  are  fallible  and  swayed  by  like  passions  with  other  meD— and 
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ttat  they  might  be  tennpted,  ia  aa  exciting  and  closely  coDtested 
election,  to  legard  with  &  p&rtial  fondness,  almost  pu^atal,  the  liter- 
ary ocquiremeBtS  <>f  thoae  claimaots  of  the  francti^e  who 'were  noto- 
riously desirous  of  voting  the  ticket  of  those  inspectors'  own  party, 
while  applying  9.  far  sterner  and  more  critical  rale  to  those  who 
Bhoald  proffer  the  opposite  ballots. 

Oar  present  GoDstitution  authorizes  the  Legislature  to  paeslaws 
designed  to  a^cartain,  by  proper  prD0&,  tb«  persons  entitled  to  eser- 
otae  the  right  of  soffrage.  We  recoionieDd  Uiat  those.  laws  shall 
provide  for  a  registration  of  all  the  legal  voters,  to  be  coinplet«d  at 
least  six  days  before  each  State  election,  and  that  none  other  thui 
registered  electors  shall  vote.  Your  committee  ore  confident  that 
the  experience  of  our  State  and  of  the  civilized  worlds  fully  justifies 
these  requirements.  Unless  the  ballot-box  i«  to  be  r^arded  and 
treated  as  a  spittoon,  no  person  sbonld  be  allowed  to  vote  whose 
light  to  do  so  is  not  fully  ascertained  and  unquesdonable.  In  a  rural 
neighborhood  where  every  one  who  appcoaches  the  ballot-box  is 
known  to  dozens  of  either  party,  the  frauds  of  unregistered  voting 
may  be  mainly  confined  to  those  districts  where  the  ascendency  of 
one  party  is  practically  unchecked  ;  but  in  any  densely  peopled  dis- 
tricts where  hundreds  offer  to  vote  who  are  known  only  to  their  few 
cronies,  the  case  is  totally  different  Not  to  register  the  names  of 
the  voters,  so  as  to  give  time  fur  deliberate  and  general  scrutiny,  not 
merely  by  the  few  who  may  chance  to  be  present  when  a  particular 
vote  is  tendered,  is  to  stimulate  knavery  and  offer  a  premium  on  fraud. 
It  is  to  proclium  the  right  of  suf&age  worthless  and  proffer  to  each 
vagrant  or  felon  half  a  dozen  votes  at  every  election  which  be  may 
condescend  to  patronize.  To  uphold  a  registration  of  deeds,  yet 
oppose  a-registraljoa  of  voters,  is  virtually  to  assert  a  higher  value, 
a  more  preuous  importance  in  our  lands  than  in  our  liberties. 
Doubtlesa,  aomefrands  will  be  committed  where  suffrage  is  so  nearly 
Qsiversal,  no  matter  what  Bafeguords  may  be  thrown  around  the 
elective  franchise;  but  to  maintain  that  registration,  while  it  does 
afford  protection  to  the  titles  whereby  we  hold  oar  lands,  will  give 
none  to  our  right  of  aoffrage  is  to  defy  reason  and  insult  our  com- 
inoD  sense.  Your  oommittee  would  urge  that  this  precious  right, 
so  fundamental  to  all  others,  be  carefully  ahielded  from  corruption, 
and  that  the  raaja.  sa&gaarde  against  its  abuae  diouJd  not  be  left  to 
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unstable  and  flactuating  statutes,  but  abould  be  Snnly  imbedded  in 
the  ConatLtntton. 

Your  committee,  having  thus  fulfilled  the  duty  imposed  od  them, 
uk  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  memorials 
lefened  to  them, -and  that  these,  with  this  report,  be  committed  to  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole.

MINORITY  REPORT 

OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  RIGHT  OP  SbTFRAGE 
AND  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  TO  HOLD  OFFICE. 

Hie  andersigced,  while  cordially  concurring  in  many  of  t^e 
oigocts  soagbt  to  be  accomplished  by  the  mojority  of  the  comraHtbe 
of  which  they  are  members,  differ  as  to  Mfveral  of  the  conduflioha 
reached  by  them.  The  undersigned  would  prefer  to  preserve,  aa  ikr 
as  possible,  the  language  of  the  eziating  Constitution,  on  the  subject 
of  the  elective  franchise,  to  which  Usage  aUd  the  decisions  of  the 
courts  have  given  definite  iaferpretatlons.  They  Would  prefer,  also/ 
to  retain  most  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  arliule  in  regard  to 
thepre-reqaieitea  of  residefice,  etc,  and  especially  ifint  which  exacts 
of  a  naturalized  citizen  that  he  shull  have  perfected  his  citizenship 
tea  days  before  election,  instead  of  requiring,  as  the' article  proposed 
by  the  committee  does,  a  term  of  thirty  dayd.  ■    •  ■• 

The  inevitable  efifett of  the  change  is  totleprivoof  their  vot«fl,  ite 
the  elections  of  1888  and  1889;  nil  that  nvHneroOB-clnsB,  who  on.  tte* 
fcith  of  existing  regnlations,  may  have  deoliwd  (heir  pnrpow  to 
become  citizens,  on  or  abOut  the  tenth  day,  antecedent  to  the  elee^ 
tiona  of  1866  and  1867,  and  who  expected  to  perfect  thdiraitizeDfthip^ 
in  the  prescribed  two  years  froni  that  date.     If  the  change  eholli

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thus  operate  to  the  disfranchisemeat  of  many  tbob&and  cUizeiu,  in 
two  importaat  elections,  one  of  which  involves  a  contest  for  the 
Preaidencj  of  these  United  ^fatea,  that  injustice  will  more  than 
counterbalance  anj  BUppoaed  good  to  be  obtained  bj  the  change. 
The  ten  dajs  interposed  by  the  Goustitation  of  1846  give  ample 
time  for  the  inspection  of  the  registry,  and  of  the  rolls  of  the  courts; 
and  afFord  afl-jthtt  opportwfeify  that  either  party*  may  need  to  take 
measures  against  the  parties  to  a  fraud.  Let  ug  not  commence  the 
work  of  reforming  our  Oooatitution  by  practically  disfranchising  so 
large  a  class  of  our  most  useful  citizens. 

The  provision  which  makes  th&  giving  or  the  taking  of  a  biibei 
ground  of  challenge  and  a  disqualification  to  vote,  though  it  mn; 
exclude  many  from  the  sof&age,  ia  liable  to  do  such  objection.  It 
aims  at  a  great  and  growing  evil  and  it  atrikee  only  at  the  crimiiuL 
OorruptJon  is  the  leprosy  of  political  society,  and  the  taint  is  infec- 
tious. The  venality  of  the  elector  is  the  sbuiCe  of  the  corniption 
oftheoffioiaJ.  Tberepfeseotativewhoaacureahisseatby theexp^id- 
iture  of  mQney,  only  reimburses  hinwalf  for  his  outlay,  when  be  sells  I 
hia  vote  or  barters  hia  legislative  influence.  No  penal  enactment  h» 
yst  Boffioed  to  check  this  evil ;  but  in  making  it  a  ground  of  d»l- 
loDge.  at  the  pQlls,  we  call  the  vigilance  of  parties  to  our  aid ;  dimin- 
ish their  temptation  to  corrupt  practices ;  and  Bnd  in  their  ottu- 
ral  rivalries  the  maohioery  of  a  i^f<ezecating  law. 

While  the  undersigoed  believe  that  all  B^istry  Laws  are  expeo- 
aive,  vexatious  and  onerous,  more  often  depriving  the  honest  voter 
of.  a  right  than  closing  the  opportunity  of  fraud  against  a  dishoaeBt 
one,  and  while  the  history  of  political  contest,  shows  that  they  have 
served,  as  the  agency  for  many  of  the  great  conspiracies  agiunst  the 
elective  franchise,  yet  they  regard  the  promise  of  the  Committee 
"  that  all  such  laws  shall  be  uniform  in  their  requirements  in  every 
part  of  the  State,"  as  a  compensation  for  many  of  the  evils  of  the 
qtfftMQ,  and  a  most  vftluAble  safeguard  against  abnae.  It  willefiectu- 
all^  prevent  the  Legislature  from  imposing  restncliona  upon  oae 
QwnmuiHty  and  awarding  license  to  another ;  and  we  shftll  no  loi^t 
have,  to  endure  the  exjatence  of  three  or  four  separate  systenis  of 
etedtiou  Imposed  on  different  parts  of  the  State  by  the  o^rice  or 
jftdaaay  of  seotional  majoritibs.  If  a  registration  of  voters  is  neo»- 
saiy  before  election,  let  every  citiaen  be  made  to  oonfbnn  io  itt

with  the  Constitution  itrelf;  and  Was  Tiegatived  by  a  vote  of  228,- 
884  to  85,S06^  It  'Was  again'  exhibited  in  1850,  ahd  was  again 
defeated  by  a  vote  of  837,984  to  197,508.  A  Similar  eubmissi6n 
was  provided  by  a  cqucurrent  Jeaqlation  of  the  LefipsUturfl  of,  l^^O, 
whieh,  by  the  neglect  of  the  St^tQ  ofGctsrs  to  proyifle,  for  it»  [^b^- . 
tioD,  was  defeated ;  but  its  &te  may  fairly  be  regarded  as  further 
evidence  of  the  indifference  e^tbe  public  towards  a  ohaoge. 

The  undersigned  are  of  opinion  that  the  convention  will  depart 
from  its  repres^niative  character  if^  after  these  repeated  manifesta- 
tions of  the  popular  will,  it  should  enact  tbis  extension  of  the  suf- 
frage without  Bucb  a  separate  submission.  It  would  be  unfair  to  the 
people  to  declare :  that,  whereas,  they  have  again  and  again  reftiaed 
to  accept  this  change,  therefore  we  will  incorporate  it  into  the  Consti- 
tution and  compel  them  either  to'repeal  that  instrument  or  to  accept 
this  measure.  If  the  reform  is  an  organic  one,  and  if  other  changes 
ie  our  political  system  involve  this  also ;  and  if,  under  new  influehces, 
popular  opinion  has  been  modified,  let  us  meet  the  qnestioQ  and 
decide  it  upon  its  simple  merits.  To  make  it  dependent  upon  the 
(ate  of  financial  articles  or  of  changes  in  the  judicial  structure,  or  of 
innoration  of  donbtful  popularity,  would  be  unjust  to  the  class  who 
solicit  this  extension  of  privileges.  To  force  its  acceptance  against 
the  convictions  of  the  main  body  of  the  constituency,  by  relaxing 
severe  but  just  restrictions  upon  delegated  power,  or  by  concessiona 
to  local  or  moneyed  interest,  would  be  an  obvious  wrong  of  which 
this  body  could  not  be  consoiously  guilty. 

The  submission  of  the  question  by  itself  is  so  direct  and  honest, 
ns  to  tend  to  disarm  the  jealousy  with  which  this  question  has  been 
regarded  by  the  people.    It  is  without  embarrassment  or  difficulty 
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in  practice,  aod  wbetlier  the  mode  of  separate  sabtniasion  bft- 
extebded  to  allow  articles  or  not,  the  popnlsr  will  maj  be  conceded 
in  regard  to  this  without  tronble  or  expense. 

For  the  sake,  therefore,  of  duembarraaaing  the  Conrention  fmi 
the  further  consideration  of  this  subject^  and  ot  relieving  tiie  wise- 
and  aalutarj  refonna  to  be  aecoied  bj  the  Berised  Constitatien, 
from  an  anneoeaaaiy  oomplioatioo,  the  nnderaigned  beg  leave  to  ofier' 
the  following  resolatdon  as  an  amendment  to  the  report  of  the- 
mfyoritT": 

Seaolved,  That  a  proposition  farther  to  extend  the  elective  b»a- 
chiae  to  colored  men  be  aubmitted,  to  be  voted  oq  separatdj  from, 
the  rest  of  the  Constitution, 

As  to  the  extension  of  suf&age  to  women,  the  nndenigned  reserve,. 
for  the  {Hresent,  any  expression  of  opioioo. 

All  of  which  is  ieq>eot£ulIy  aabmitted.

RIES OF  THE  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION.

Sir:  -I  have  pecetved  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
TentioD  fourteen  interrogatories  "in  regard  to  the  Salt  Springs  and 
the  manuFuctare  of  salt,"  to  vhich  I  respectfully  sabmit  the  foUoir- 


Firsl  Interrogatory. — "The  whole  oamber  of  salt  wella  on  the 
BeaervatioD." 

I  presume  this  questioD  was  framed  with  a  Tiew  of  determining 
the  total  namber  of  wetls  that  hare  been  sunk  for  salt  water  from 
the  earliest  use  of  theae  salines.  There  are  no  records  in  this  office 
that  furnish  the  infbrtnatioQ  necessary  to  answer  with  any  approxi* 
muion  to  acouracy. '  la  the  early  history  of  the  manufacture  of  solti 
wells  wen  sunk  at  Salioa  (now  nrst  ward  of  the  city  of  Syraoose), 
U  Qaddea,  at  'Liverpool  and  at  Syracuse,  that  £com  time  to  time 
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failed  to  yield  water  of  any  value.  Oilier  veils  were  aonk,  many 
of  them  of  no  value,  and  some  of  them  were  of  some  valae  for  a 
few  yeara,  and  then  became  uaeless.  Various  localities  were  tested, 
and  now  tlie  expectation  of  finding  good  salt  water  is  nearly  con- 
fined to  two  localities — one  near  the  pump  house,  in  the  third  ward 
of  Syracuse,  and  the  other  at  the  mouth  of  Onondaga  creek,  in  the 
first  ward. 

Between  these  points,  which  are  about  one  mile  apart,  there  is  a 
section  which  has  not  been  tested  fully,  and  in  which  it  is  probable 
good  wells  may  be  bad.  The  wells  at  3eddes  and  Liverpool  have 
all  been  abandoned  as  worthiest^,  and  these  two  villnges  now  maou- 
fUcture  siilt  from  water  that  is  pumped  I'rdm  the  localities  stated,  and 
Bent  from  there  to  the  places  of-consumptign  in  conduits.'  There 
are  now  five  wells  on  the  Beservi^tion,  that  within  a  few  years  have 
been  sunk  by  individualsp  that  are  not  used. 

Second  Interrogatory, — "The  number  owned  and  now  in  use  by 
.  tfie  State." 

There  are  bow  fifteeQ  walls  owned  by  the  State  and  in  xme. 

2Tiird  Inlerrogatory. — "The  qnantity  of  salt,  in  bushels  of  66 
pounds  each,  said  w^ls  m«  oopabla  oS  {rnKtutaDg  aDBually." 

Thia  question  is  best  answered  by  making  an  extract  irom  ng 
last  annual  report  ''  The  water  in  the  wells  now  used  ift  of  dffier- 
ent  degrees  of  streogtb,  ranging,  when  pnnsping  from  them  aU  the 
water  they  can  be  mode  to  yieJd,  from  5%'*  to  74**  of  the.  salomeler. 
One  c^  tbe^e  wells  was  brought  into  use  on  the  ^th  of  Jnn^  1866, 
yielding  about  the  same  amount  and  quality  of  water  aa  the  other 
wells  in  that  locality,  and  stronger  brine  than  any  other  well  except 
{h  that  locality. 

The  amount  of  brine  that  can  be  pumped  from  all  these  fifteen 
welts,  is  about  1,400  gallons  per  minute,  of  whidi  900  gallons  will 
give  an  average  strength  of  66^  salometer,  or  16}  per  cent  salt 
The  remaining  GOO  gallons  will  have  an  average  strength  of  about 
64^  salometer,  or  18}  per  cent'  salt  By  mixing  the  weaker  with 
the  stronger,  we  get  about  62^  or  15}-  per  cent,  salt"  If  1,400 
galtone  of  water  is  pumped  in  one  minute,  we  ha^ve  2,019,000  gallons 
Ibr  eTKj  tw«nty-ji)ur  hours.

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lUo  vote  of  watBT  in  leonTeyiBg  to  tfae  works,  tnd  frt>in  otlwi 
etoseSjitis  probable  thbt  not  len  tiian  fif^  gallons  mast  be  ptimp«d 
from  the  welli  fcr  evcrj  butbel  of  salt  made."  Taking  fifty  galkis 
M  Beoessarj'  for  oau  bosbel,  we  have  the  ability  of  fumiabing  tb* 
water  lo  make  40,8^0  boabjela  of  salt  in  one  day.  The  law  prohibits 
the  Saperintendent  from  fumiabing  the  boiling  works  with  water 
during  the  moatba  of  December,  January,  Febrcary  a'nd  March,  and 
daring  those  months  the  solar  works  eannot  make  salt,  so  that  th& 
season  ia  restricted  to  eight  months.  The  power  used  for  piiDipilig 
the  water  is  taken  from  the  canals,  and  during  the  month  of  April 
the  water  is  generally  drawn  from  the  canals  for  repairs,  so  tbab^it 
ii  not  nntil  the  canal  <^Da  in  Uay  that  the  putDps  can  bo. put  in 
opeiatjon ;  thus  another  month  (April)  most  be  deducted  frOfn-.the 
manofitcturing  season,  leaving  only  seven— or  say  210  days. 

Famishing  water  for  these  210  days  eofficient  to  moke  4O,S20 
bubels  of  salt  per  day,  we  have  8,467,200  bushels  for  the  season. 
To  this  shoald  be  added  about  400,000  bushels  that  cad  be  made 
Inm  the  water  that  is,  dtiring  the  winter,  pnmped  into  an  e^rth 
reservoir. 

This  caloulalion  is  based  on  the  expectation  that  all  tbemacbhifety 
will  work  without  accidei^  or  -delay  during  the  entire  period  of  5lj) 
d»ys.  This  never,  in  faet,  happens,  and  the  una:voidnble  delays  tb&t 
come  of  breaks  should  be  taken  into  the  account,  m  perhaps  sufi- 
cient  to  balance  the  advantages  derived  from  the  water  stored  in  the 
eanh  reservoir. 

The  necessity  of  a  larger  supply  ot  the  strongest  water  to  meet  th% 
demaads  of  the  manufacturers,  is  apparent,  and  measures  are  now 
being  taken  to  sink  more  wells,  as  fast  as  tbe  money  plaeed  by  th« 
Legishttute  at  tbe  disposal  of  the  Supei  intendent  will  warrant 

Fourth  }aterrogaiory.-^'^  The  least,  grestest  and  average  guaiftity 
of  gait  of  the  different  kinds  produced  theEofrom." 

Reports  have  been  mfide  nnnually  by  the  Superintendent  to  thtt 
legislature  since  the  year  1797,  of  the.  qjisnti^  of  salt  made.  I 
aabmit,  in  answer  to  this  int*rrogai7,  a  table  taken  from  my  Jast  re- 
port of  tbe  quantity  of  saU  made  in  each  year. 
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Sinc«  1841,  inclnsive,  the  solar  iolt  bus  been  reported  sepsratel;, 
but  is  included  in  the  nggregate  quantity  stated  for  eacb  year.  Tbe 
total  amount  of  salt  made  is  175,857,072  bushels.  I  bava  inserted 
in  the  table  the  solar  salt  prodnced  each  year,  which,  in  the  aggre- 
gate amounts  to  22,554, 1&3  bushels.  This  deducted  from  tbe  total 
salt,  leaves  163,302,919  bushels  as  tbe  number  of  bushels  of  fine  or 
boiled  salt  that  hns  been  mode.  This  table  is  submitted  as  not  only 
ooDtaining  the  information  -asked  for,  bat  as  giving  a  full  history  of 
tbfl  annual  production  of  salt

Sixth  Inkarogatory. — "The. principal  causes  vhidi  operate  to  pNh 
dace  an  increase  or  diminution  of  the  jearlj  production  of  fialt" 

The  demands  of  the  consumers  cf  salt  tend  greall;  to  regn^te 
the  production.  By  reference  to  the  table  of  prodactioQ  giTft 
under  the  fourth  interrogntorjr,  it  will  appear  that  in  1867,  wbici 
was  the  year  of  bank  siispeneion,  tke  demand  M  Ml  off  that  theit 
was  leaa  salt  sold  that  ji^r  than  hod  been  in  thy  one  year  sToct 
1850 ;  and  by  reference  to  1858,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  demand  wai 
greatly  in^Ased  to  supply  salt  that  in  ordinary  tiaies  would  hiW 
been  taken  in  1857.  This  floctaation  is  fully  explained  hy  tb« 
state  of  the  {inances  of  the  country,  and  was  «X:oeptional.  So  in 
1862,  the  production  of  salt  was  greatly  Btimakted  by  the  c1o9JB| 
of  the  MisaiBsippi  river,  by  the  rebellion,  against  the  importatios  of 
foreign  salt  to  the  markets  bc^cring  on  the  upper  part  of  that  riyei. 

Generally  it  will  appear  from  the  table,  that  as  population  bis 
increased  in  the  localities  supplied  by  our  siilt,  that  the  demand  hfts 
growD  from  decade  to  decade.  The  last  ten  years  does  not  show  tbe 
usual  ratio  of  increase,  as  during  that  penod  the  saliBasof  the  Slate 
of  Michigan  have  been  developed,  and  have  sent  a  large  quantity  <^ 
salt  to  markets  tbat  formerly  were  supplied  by  oiu  salt.  The  fol- 
lowing table  gives  the  average  (uioual  productioa  in  each  period  of 
ten  years,  from  1797  to  1867.

Duiing  the  year  1S66,  it  is  bolie'ved  thai  two  milUons  and  tbrefl 
quarters  of  bushels  of  Michigan  salt  waa  eenb  to  marketa  that  be- 
fore the  diacovw^  of  salt  water  in  the  Saginaw  Yallej,  were  supplied 
from  onr  salines.  This  competition  has  made  the  coat  of  fuel  aod 
labor,  and  the  strength  and  supply  of  water  at  such  tim^  aa  tht 
Huflufacturer  can -roost  advantageously  make  salt,  of  much  gieater 
importaDce  than  these  things  weiewhea  there  waa  ao  compelitioQ 
except  from  imported  aolt.

7h^  State  sinks  the  wells,  pumps  water  into  reservoirs,  and 
QpDveys  it  in  conduits  to  the  works  of  the  manufacturers,  who  have 
to  connect  their  cisterns  by  pip«  with  the  main  conduits  that  the 
State  lays  along  ai^e.  Xh^  pumps  are  mostly  driven  by  water 
powe^  ts^n.  from  the  ^na  and  Qawego  caoajs ;  one  16  horse  poww 
steam  engine,  being  all  the  steam  power  now  used. 
.  The  machinery  ie  adequate  to  piimp  and  distrihute  aU  the  water 
the  preasnt  wells  produce.  The  reasrvoiia  nowin  uae  coneiatof  ooa 
large  earth  reservoir  oew  the  Syracuse  pamprhOTiae^  that  holds  onr- 
20,000,000  of  galloBS,  and  a  reeenroir  %(uiBlfuct«d  of  timber  at  tfa» 
same  pump-house.

As  to  the  "  share  of  cost  per  barrel  borne  by  the  State,"  the  only 
answer  I  can  make  is  to  say  that  since  1848,  when  the  duties  were 
fixed  at  one  cent  a  bushel,  there  has  been  made  128,726,815  bush- 
els of  salt,  which  has  paid  in  duties  $1,287,298.15,  of  which  three, 
has  gone  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  over  and  above  the  sums 
disbursed  through  this  office  on  account  of  expenses  of  the  salt 
springs,  $421,582.55,  leaving  $815,685.60,  as  the  amount  paid 
through  this  office. 

To  this  sum  should  be  added  $7,000  paid  by  the  Comptroller  for 
debts  contracted  previous  to  the  flret  day  of  March,  1865,  aa  directed 
by  law  i  this  suQi  being  added,  gives  $822,685.60  as  the  total  sum 
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expended  by  the  State  on  aoooantof  the  salt  spriaga,  for  tlis  tweaty- 
one  ywis  that  inclttde  1846  and  1866.  Tbia  divided  bj  the  num- 
ber of  bosbels  made,  gives  less  than  seven  mills  (6.65)  that  has  been 
expended  bj  the  State  for  each  bushel  of  salt  produced.  TMs, 
reduced  to  barrels,  as  in  the  interrogatory,  is  three  cents,  three  milU 
and  a  quarter  per  barrel. 

This  sum  has  paid  all  the  salaries  of  the  officers  that  have  sapet* 
inteaded  the  mannfacture,  and  inspected,  weighed  and  branded  all 
this  salt,  and  that  ha'V^e  inspected  all  the  barrels  used,  and  has  paid 
fgr  all  the  labor  and  material  employed  in  laying  and  keeping  in 
order  the  conduits,  bnildinga  and  machinery,  and*haa  constrocted 
the  earth  reservoir  at  an  expense  of  over  $20,000,  and  has  con* 
stnuted  a  stone,  three  story  pump-house  in  the  first  district,  wbioh, 
with  the  machinery  in  it,  cost  as  near  as  can  now  be  ascertained 
^0,000.  Another  stone  pump>house  in  the  ftiurth  district  (Geddea), 
.  that  with  its  mochhiery  cost  about  $16,000,  and  the  central  office  of 
dressed  stone,  that  is  estimated  to  have  cost  $7,600.  These  are 
leading  items,  but  there  are  mapy  more  improvements  that  have 
been  made  to  the  works  within  this  period  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  cost  of  salt  to  the  manufactarer  is  uow,  as  near  as  I  can  de-  ' 
termine  ($2.03)  two  dollars  and  three  centa  a  barrel  for  boiled  ealt; 
aad  for  solar  salt  ($1 .  46)  one  dollar  and  forty-sis  cents  per  barrel 

Bighffi  Interrogatory.— ^^The  minimum,  maximum  and  aven^ 
price  at  which  salt  has  been  sold  at  the  works  during  the  last  twenty^ 
years." 

To  answer  this  interrogatory,  the  books  of  Timothy  R  Porter, 
Esq.,  a  weU-known  and  large  manofocturer  of  salt,  have  been  care* 
&lly  examined,  and  taken  as  a  guide  from  1847  to  1859  inclusive. 
From  1859  to  this  time  the  books  of  the  salt  Company  of  Onondaga 
have  been  taken,  as  that  company  during  this  period,  has  sold  most 
of  the  salt  made  here.

The  capacity  of  the-blocks  to  make  salt,  if  all  were  put  in  opera- 
tion and  kept  supplied  with  water,  would  be  not  less  than  the  pro- 
duction of,  from  12  to  16  millions  of  bushels  during  the  seasoa  of 
eight  months. 

The  names  of  the  owners  of  these  blocks  appear  in  the  schedule. 
The  value  of  blocks  is  not  certainly  determined,  but  taking  the  sales 
of  the  two  or  three  years  last  past  for  a  guide,  they  may  be  divided 
into  classes  as  follows : .

In  tbis  estimate  of  the  value  of  salt  blocks,  is  inolnded  the  advao- 
tages  the  owner  has  in  the  use  of  the  lot,  which  is  leased  to  him  by 
the  State;  and  the  right  to  participate  in  the  use  of  the  salt  water. 
The  present  cost  of  construction  of  a  first  class  block,  with  the  neces- 
sary cisterns  and  appurtenances,  would  be  from  seven  to  eight 
thousand  dollars,  according  to  location. 

Besides,  the  blocks  enumerated  in  the  schedule,  there  is  a  triple 
block,  owned  by  James  P.  Haskin,  and  two  blocks,  owned  by  James 
Spencer,  situated  on  private  lands,  and  constructed  since  the  passage

Some  confusion  has  heretofore  existed  in  regard  to  what  wu 
meant  by  ft  "  Solar  vat  or  cover,"  as  the;  are  not  all  of  the  sune 
dimensions.  Bj  common  consent,  a  section  that  measares  sixteen 
hy.eighteen  feet  (16iclS  feet),  of  one  of  the  vats,  ia  now  considered 
as  the  standard.  I  report  a  table  giving  the  names  of  the  individoalB 
or  companies  owning,  and  the  number  of  covers  owned  hj  each. 
From  this  table  it  appears  that  by  coant,  the  total  number  of  coven 
18  44,08S,  and  that  reduced^  to  atandaid  covers  of  16  bjr  18  feet, 
there  are  onlj  41,781. 

These  vats,  IS  by  18  feet,  with  the  atore-honses,  roads,  and  neces- 
sary conveniences,  are  now  worth  $67  each,  making  an  a^regate  of 
$2,881,617.    (See  report  for  1866,  Assembly,  Doc  19,  page  7). 

These  vats  are  estimated  as  capable  of  producing  fifty  (50)  ho^eli 
of  salt  to  the  cover,  during  an  average  «eason.  This  vroold  give 
2,089,050  bushels  in  a  year,  but  this  qiianUty  has  never  yet  been 
equaled.  The  greatest  production  was  in  the  year  16S2,  and 
amounted  to  1,988,022  bushels.

Thirty-three  acres  of  marsh  land  at  the  month  of  Onondaga  creek, 
a  large  part  of  it  covered  with  water  and  flags,  and  on  it  six  salt 
wells  now  in  use,  and  running  across  it  several  lines  of  salt  vrater 
logs,  and  having  on  it  a  pnmp-house,  with  a  steam-engine  in  iL  The 
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pasturage  on  this  land  ia  leased  to  ■  Jsbez  Hiingerfcrd  for  this  year 
for  $16.  

Anotffer  piece  of  land  containing  one  acre  and  26-100  of  land, 
Icnonn  aa  the  "Chlorine  spring  lot,"  ia  leased  to  Julio  H.  fine, 
under  n  Bpecisl  act,  cbap.  20i,  Laws  of  1866.  Lease  runs  to  1889,' 
at  an  annoal  rent  of  $25,  to  1868,  aad  afler  tbat  $60,  to  tlie  end  of 
the  terna. 

Another  piece  known  as  city  lota  15  and  16,  of  block  423,  leased 
to  Edwin  Miles  for  one  year  at  $10. 

These  are  all  the  pieces  of  land  that  the  State  receives  rent  for 
directly.  The  other  lands  being  leased  for  manufacturing  salt,  pay 
DO  rent  except  in  the  form  of  duties  oq  the  suit  made. 

It  is  not  practicable  for  me  to  state  the  exact  quantity  of  land  that 
the  salt  blocks  occupy,  without  consuming.more  time  than  I  suppose 
should  be  given  to  this  matter.  There  are  maps  in  this  office,  giviDg 
all  the  particulars  of  each  lot  by  its  boundaries.  It  would  take  a 
long  linic  to  transcribe  and  compute  the  contenta 

Thft  lots  are  of  no  uniform  shape  or  ^ze,  but  from  computing 
serei'ol  of  them,  I  think  they  average  about  one-fourth  of  an  acre 
each. 

Nearly  one-third  of  these  blocks  are  on  private  land,  as  will 
appear  froih  the  schedule.  There  are  about  216  ou  State  leased 
Und  ;  this  would  give,  as  used  for  boiling  works,  54^  acres  of  State 
land. 

Blocks  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  -and  8,  situated  in  tlie  first  district,  have 
leases  for  five  years,  from  1859,  renewable  in  periods  of  not  more 
than'Sve  years;  all  the  other  blocks  have  leases,  or  are  entitled  to 
them,  that  inn  to  1889.  By  reference  to  the  schedule  under  the 
tenth  interrogatory,  the  nam^  of  the  persona  to  whom  the^  lots  are 
leased,  will  appear. 

The  grants  of  lands  for  the  manufacture  of  Solar  salt,  arc  made  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  (and  are  perpetual  for  salt 
purposes),  and  in  that  office  the  only  official  record  is  to  be  found. 
I  have  taken  from  a  large  map,  owned  by  the  Salt  Company  of 
Oaondi^  sach  informatioa  as  it  contained,  and  by  consulting  the 
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grinteee,  procured  other  ihfonnation  that  I  thougbt  wooM  be  of 
value,  and  aabmit  tbe  earoe  id  the  following  flcbedule,  giving  tbe 
number  of  acrea  of  State  land  granted  to  eacb  grantee,  tbe  number 
of  acres  used  by  tbe  grantee  for  making  solar  salt ;  tbat  ia  not  tbe 
land  of  tbe  State,  but  belongs  to  the  party  using  it,  and  tbe  total 
aoree  used  by  eacb  party. 

Although  this  schedule  is  not  made  np  from  official  information,, 
it  is  believed  to  be  substantially  correct ;  and  so  far  aa  relates  to  the 
land  owfied  by  -the  State,  it  is  probably  within  a  ffew  acres  of  being 
correct

TO  THE  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION  OF  NEW  YORK 
IN  KEFEBENCE  TO  THE  GENESEE  VALLEY  CANAL. 

Jh  the  Honorable  Hie  ConstiiuUonal  Convention  for  tt«  Stait  of  New 
York,  aasemUed  at  Albany. 

The  memorial  of  the  underaigned  citizens  of  the  county  of  Mo- 
KeaD,  and  commonwealth  of  PeuDsjpIvania,  respectfully  repreaeots : 

We  b&ve  learned,  with  bottoi^  and  sarpriso,  a  proposition  is  now 
pending  befoie  your  honorable  body  for  a  discoatinuaoce  or  aban- 
donment of  the  Qenesee  Valley  cunal. 

We  feel  confident  such  a  proposition  would  not  tor  a  moment  b« 
entertained  if  the  people  of  your  State  and  the  members  of  your 
CoQvention  were  fully  advised  of  its  certain  prospective  financial 
value,  its  importance  as  a  feeder  to  the  Erie  canal,  and  as  affording 
the  means  of  supply  to  your  mechanical  and  manufacturing 
ioteresU. 

Yon  cannot  correctly  judge  of  it  by  what  it  has  done  or  to  this 
time  has  failed  to  do. 

Its  incomplete  condition  and  small  capacity  for  transportation,  baa 
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deterred  parties  who  woald  desire  to  employ  it,  from  making  the 
considerable  outlays  ibr  placing  freight  on  it  which  would  otherwiw 
have  been  done,  and  which  would  at  onue  be  done,  if  they  could  be 
assured,  it  would  be  made  s  reliable  means  of  transportation. 

We  beg  leave  respectfully  to  call  your  attenUoD  to  a  few  facta. 

The QenesettVaBey  Canal. terminat^atahe  AHegany  Hirer,  with 
which  it  is  united  by  a  lock  at  Millgrove,  one  mile  from  the  south  lioe 
of  your  State.  It  practically  terminates  in  Pennsylvania,  tea  miles 
south  of  tb«  Une  of  your  State,  oa  the  river  is  navigable  for  boats 
for  that' distance  and  has  been  constantlyused  for  their  transportatian 
since  the  canal  has  been  built  A  steam  tug  is  now  making  doily 
trips  from  the  southern  terminus  of  the  canal  ten  miles  np  the 
Allegany  river. 

The  county  of  McKean  in  Pennsylvania,  which  lies  immediately 
adjoining  Cattaraugus  and  AIlegAny,  in  your  own  State,  contains 
extensive  deposits  of  bituminous  cool  of  superior  quaKty  for  the 
^jffge,  fcr  gift  fuel'  ♦»!  geperatiBg  ntoajn. 

Its  quantity  and  quality  have  been  fully  demonstrated,  and 
though  some  parties  who  h&ve  made  investments  in  coal  lands  in 
McKean  county,  have  been  disappointed  and  deceived  in  the 
character  of  the  lands  they. purchased ;  all  who  are  at  all  converunt 
with  this  r^na,  Admit  the  large  estent  and  good  quality  of  the 
coal.  With  the  reasonable  price  afforded  by  water  transportation, 
the-detnand  for  it  in  western  Ndw  York  and-  souitbeni  Canada,  will 
he  only  measured  by  the  supply. 

It  will  be  reached  in  ample  quantities  at  the  distance  of  fourteen 
to  tiwRty-two  miles  from  the  Q.  T.  canal. 

A  charter  was  procured  from  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  at 
its  lost  session,  authorizing  the  improvement  of  the  Allegany  river, 
from  the  terminus  of  the  Genesee  Valley  canal  and  the  construction 
of  a  canal  or  railroad  thence  to  the  coal  mines.  It  is  confidently 
expected  work  will  soon  commence  on  this  improvement,  particu- 
larly if  the  copitkLtsts,  who  have  it  in  contemplation,  cml  be  aaaared 
the  Genesee  Valley  canal  will  he  held  and  maintained  in  a  conditi(Ht 
to  render  it  a  reliable  means  of  transportation  for  the  heavy  freight 
wtioh  will  thus  be  thrown  upon  it    It  will  be  safe  to  say  this 
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unproveiDSDt; trill  ^n  &e  Q.<Y.  cantl  in  coal  alone,  one  tlioiHaMi 
tons  p«r  day  daring  the  aeaeon  of  cooal  nav^alabn,  Snm  the  Binken 
Hill  miaes,  near  Bisbc^'s  sumniit  Immediately  south  uf  tliia  .lie 
tbe  extensive  coal  fields  of  Elk  and  Cameroa  countiea. 

Tbere  are  now  in  full  working  operation,  not  less,  than  t$n  ooni- 
panies,  who  are  shipping  by  the  P.  &  E.  R.  B.,  all  of  whoip  aw 
«arne8t1y  desirous  of  sending  their  coal  North  to  market,  and  wj)uld 
do  BO  via  the  Q«nosee  Vajley  canal,  if  it  could  be  relied  on.  From 
these  and  the  anthCtcite  and  bituminous  coal  regions  further  south, 
vaat  quantities  will  also  be  thrown  upon  this  canal,  by  the  Buffido  St 
WasbiDgtoa  Railroad,  which  is  to  be  immeUiately  constructed. 

This  railroad  ia  now  under  contract,  and  work  will  commence  on 
it  in  this  State,  aa  soon  ns,  the  proper  surveys  can  be  oyide,  engineers 
aov  being  engaged  in  completing  its  lcx:ation.  It  will  connect  with 
the  P.  &  E.  R  R.,  at  Emporium,  in  Cameron  county,  and  ruQ  Aor^, 
crossing  the  Genesee  Valley  canal  at  Portville  or  Qieajr. 

In  addition  to  this  freight,  there  will  be  afforded  millions  upoa' 
millions  of  lumber  annually,  this  whole  region  being  heavily  covered 
irith  valuable  timber.  The  country  also  ifbounob  in  iroo  ore  iiU^, 
-at  no  distant  d^,  will  be  extensively  worked,  and  will  look  to  yoor 
State  for  a  oiarkeL 

There  is  now  constructed  and  fully  equipped,  a  first-class  railroad, 
tanning  from  the  Erie  Railway  at  Garrolton,  to  the  Lafayette  coal 
4niites  in  this  county,  a  distance  of  twenty-five  milea 

By  this  road,  and  using  the  Erie  Railway  for  the  distance  of  eleven 
miles,  the  Genesee  Valley  canal  is  reached  at  Oiean. 

There  are  now  organized  at  Lafayette,  six  coal  companies,  to  wit: 
The  McKean  Co.,  bituminous,  with  a  present  capacity  for  producing 
and  delivering  by  their  lateral  railroads  one  hundred  tons  per  day, 
«nd  have  prepared  a  place  at  Cuba  for  the  transshipment  of  their 
'<oal  from  the  cars  to  the  boats  of  the  Genesee  Valley  canal.  The 
Lafayette  Goal  Company  are  now  shipping  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons 
per  day  via  Dunkirk  to  Buffalo  and  Rochester.  This  company  ship, 
pedlastyearby  the  Genesee  Valley  canal,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
40D3,  and  would  have  shipped  one  hundred  tons  per  day  if  the  canal 
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bad  been  in  good  order,  and  voold  now  ibip  tliree  bnndred  tint 
per  day  if  Ibej  bod  the  means  of  cheap  water  communioation. 

'  Tbey  also  have  a  chute  at  Dunkirk  for  truoBebipment  to  boots  ob. 
the  lake. 

The  Bond  Vein  Coal  Compftny  are  abipping  SFly  tons  per  dsj. 
't'he  Kinzua  Coal  Compony  are  prepared  to  ship  seventy-five  loos, 
per  day.  The  Longwood  Coal  Company  are  shipping  fifty  tons  pei 
day.  The  Tunungwunt  Coal  Company  Have  tieir  mines  opened 
and  are  prepared  to  ship  seventy-five  tons  per  day. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  persona  competent  to  judge,  that  from 
the  Lafayette  Coal  field  alone,  there  could  be  delivered,  next  season, 
two  thousand  tons  per  day.  and  much  the  greater  part,  would  seek. 
a  market  by  this  canal  if  it  could  be  relied  on. 

"Connected  with  this  memorial,  we  send  a  map  abowing  veiy 
accurately  the  true  position  of  this  mineral  region  to  your  State, 
and  its  public  improvements,  with  distances,  elevations,  &e.,  to  a- 
careful  examination  of  which  we  respectfully  beg  your  attention.

UEPOBT : 

That  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1849,  ttie  fund  known  as  the 
"Library  Fund"  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$56,342.87  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  clerk  of  this  court. 

The  principal  sum  of  this  fund  has  not  since  increased  or  dimin- 
ished, ^e  same  being  invested  in  the  name  of  the  clerk  of  thia  court, 
{Cos.  No.  22.]  1 
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and  the  iatereat  accraing  thereon  onl;  being  subject  to  drafi^  pre- 
scribed in  sectioD  6,  of  chapter  300,  of  the  Laws  of  1849. 

The  principal  sum  of  this  fand  is  invested  in  bond  and  mortgage, 
and  United  States'  government  secnritiea,  and  the  interest  accrning 
thei%on  is  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  several  libraries  of  the  Coiut 
of  Appeals  as  follows : 

One-fourth  for  the  repleniahment  of  the  libraries  of  the  four 
judges  of  the  court,  elected  as  such  directly  by  the  people  of  the 
State  at  large,  aud  by  them  turned  over  to  their  successors  in  ofEee, 
the  remaining  three-fourths  is  divided  between  the  libraries  of  the 
court,  situated  at  Binghamton,  Bochester  and  Syracuse. 

There  is  in  the  possession  of  the  clerk,  at  the  date  of  this  report, 
in  securities  belonging  to  this  fund,  the  sum  of  ^6,643.01,  and  of 
accrued  interest  thereon  and  principal,  recently  paid  in  and  awaiting 
investment,  in  the  bank  designated  by  the  court  as  the  depositoiy  of 
its  funds,  the  sum  of  $2,605 .  6S. 

The  amount  belonging  to  the  "  Chancery  Fund,"  which  passed 
into  the  hands  of  the  clerk,  at  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  this 
office,  waa  $98,808.73.  On  the  first  day  of  August,  1654,  an  addi- 
tional sum  was  received  from  the  New  York  lafe  Insurance  &  Trnst 
Company,  amounting  to  $3,622 .02,  and  incorporated  with  this  fnni 

This  fund  being  held  in  trust  for  infants,  idiots  and  lunaticsj  wards 
of  the  late  Court  of  Chancery,  and  various  classes  of  litiganti  who 
have  died,  or  whose  heirs  and  their  places  of  residence  were  then 
anknowo,  the  original  sum  has  been  actually  and  noounally  reduced 
by  drafts,  made  upon  the  clerk  at  various  times,  upon  the  order  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  pursuant  to  chap.  28,  of  the  Laws  .of  1847,  sea  71, 
as  these  persona  or  their  heirs  were  discovered  and  adjudged  entitled 
to  receive  the  same. 

At  the  date  of  this  report,  there  is  in  the  hands  of  the  clerk, 
securities  belonging  to  this  fund,  the  sum  of  $70,802,89,  and  there 
is  in  the  designated  depomtory — the  National  Commercial  Bank  of 
Albany'^the  sum  of  $4,298.84,  awaiting  investment  or  the  order 
of  the  Supreme  Court  '

Statement  A,  is  an  aggregate  recapitulation  in  a  condensed  form 
of  the  detailed  information  called  for  by  the  first  ux  propositions  of 
the  resolution  of  inquiry.  The  specific  and  detailed  infbrmation  in 
reference  to  each  canal  will  be  found  in  tables,  Nos.  1  to  18,  indQ> 
sive,  following  consecatively. 

Statement  B,  is  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  net  cost  or  profit  to 
the  State  of  each  canal  as  deduced  from  the  tables  submitted. 

These  statements  and  tables  were  being  prepared  ibr  the  CoDTeo- 
tion  Manual  when  the  call  was  made  upon  the  Department 

The  Auditor  submits  the  following  reply  to  the  7th  inquiry  of 
the  resolution,  which  is  in  these  words : 

"The  amount  of  outstanding  canal  debt  and  when  due,  and  When 
the  same  would  be  paid,  assuming  as  a  basis  of  calculation  for  the 
future  revenue  of  the  toll  receipts  the  revenue  from  the  same  source 
for  the  last  seven  years."  , 
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III  the  above  statemeDt  there  is  included  the  sum  of  $1,700,000 
the  remainder  of  the  Floating  Debt  Loan,  so  called,  conttaoted  for 
canal  purposes,  under  the  act,  chapter  271  of  the  Laws  of  1859. 

The  aggregate  of  the  net  receipts  from  tolls  or  surplus  canal 
revenues,  for  the  seven  years  ending  on  the  30tli  September,  1866, 
was  $20,636,868.26. 

This  gives  an  average  per  year  of  $2,948,124.08,  so  that,  asBum- 
ing  that  the  net  surplus  canal  revenues  for  the  next  seven  years 
will  be  OS  large  as  the  ^itst  seven,  this  debt,  principal  and  interest, 
can  be  paid  in  seven  and  three-fourths  years.

But  these  surpluses  will  not  be  available  to  pay  this  canal  debt, 
until  after  the  extinguishment  of  the  General  Fund  Debt  of  1846, 
amoanting'to  $5,636,622.22,  which  by  the  present  Constitution,  has 
a  preference  in  payment  to  the  whole. of  the  above  Canal  Debt, 
except  $3,267,900,  the  remainder  of  the  Canal  Debt  of  1846.  The 
aggregate  of  the  principal  of  both  debts,  is  $21,401,682.22,  and  the 
aggr^ate  of  the  yearly  interest  is  $1,234,663.36. 

Oa  the  80th  of  September,  1867,  the  actual  and  estimated  balance 
in  the  treasury  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  inter- 
est of  these  debts,  after  deducting  the  interest  on  the  Canal  Debt* 
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and  the  contribution  of  $350,000  to  the  General  Pond  Debt  Sinking 
Fund,  due  the  1st  of  October,  1867,  will  be  $2,755,595.26.  If  tliis 
actual  and  estimated  revenae  shall  be  realized  on  the  SOtfa  of  Sep-

The  adjustment  and  award  made  by  the  Convention  in  1846,  was 
supposed  to  be  a  finality,  and  the  legislative  and  fiscal  departments 
of  the  State  are  bound  to  consider  the  question  closed  under  the 
present  fundamentat  law.  The  resolutions  of  inquiry,  which  the 
Auditor  has  endeavored  to  answer  as  fully  and  elabo|ately  as  the 
means  at  hand  and  urgency  of  the  occasion  will  allow,  go  far  behind  . 
that  finding  and  awar4,in  1846,  and  call  for  information  that  in  its 
natural  characteristics  will  give  a  partial  and  one-sided  view  of  the 
subject,  and  hence  this  volunteer  addition.  The  State  has  not  paid 
or  advanced  a  dollar  since  1846  to  the  canals  or  their  debt,  which 
they  will  not  repay  with  interest  according  to  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract on  which  the  advaoces  were  made.  The  periods  for  the  final 
liquidation  of  the  General  Fund  Debt  are  rapidly  approaching  and 
will  soon  be  consummated ;  the  final  payments  of  the  Canal  Debt 
will  soon  be  made  without  any  resort  to  the  State  for  aid  ;  and  the 
advances  made  since  1846  will  be  refunded  with  interest,  and  the 
State  will  have  the  canals  free  of  charge  or  coat,  as  a  commission 
for  advances  repaid,  and  a  compensation  for  indorsements. 

The  canals  are  indebted  to  the  tretisury  $14,896,767.97  for  taxes 
levied  and  received  for  canal  purposes  since  1846,  besides  the  inter- 
est, which  must  be  Afunded  out  of  the  canal  revenues  after  the  pay- 
naent  of  certain  preferred  claims.

It  tnaj 
be  stated,  however,  that  under  existing  proviaiona  of  law  (see 
Bevised  Statutes,  6th  edition,  volame  1,  page  548,  section  63),  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  have  no  power]  to  direct  suits 
to  be  commenced  on  obligations  where  the  interest  is  in  arreara,  until 
After  the  expiration  of  a  jear  from  the  date  i^ben  such  interest 
becomes  due.  This  regulation  undoubtedlj  encourages  negligence 
■aod  indiSerenod  in  complying  with  the  conditions  of  the  contract, 
-as  no  steps,  it  would  appear,  can  be  taken  to  enforce  payment  until 
after  de&ult  for  the  period  mentioned. 

By  a  rcsolujionof  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office  all  obli- 
^tions  have  been  put  in  suit  on  which  the  stipulated  payments  of 
'principal  and  interest  had  been  in  arrears  for  the  period  of  one 
year  previooa  to  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

4.  In  answer  to  the  question  illcluded  in  the  resolution  of  the 
<7onrenti(ni,  whether  in  the  judgment  of  the  Comptroller  the  moneys 
represented  by  these  securities  are  securely  invested,  the  Gomptrollei 
ia  of  the  opinion  that  the  bonds  for  loans  are  good  and  reliable  fat 
the  amoants  now  due  on  them.  With  respect  to  the  bonds  for 
lands  no  intelligent  opinion  could  be  given  without  a  more  puticD- 
I  lar  acquaintance  with  the  value  and  location  of  the  lands  than  IB 
possessed  by  thia  Department. 

In  this  connection  the  Comptroller  respectfully  refera  to  the  sug- 
gestion made  in  his  last  annual  report  to  the  Legislature  with 
reference  to  the  inrestment  of  the  capital  of  the  United  States 
Deposit  Fund,  and  recommends  that  by  a  constitutional  provision  the 
capital  of  all  the  funds  devoted  to  the  cause  of  education  be 
required  to  be  invested  in  the  stocks  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States,  as  soon  and  as  far  as  it  can  be  judiciously  and  properly  done. 
This  form  of  security  is  preferable,  from  its  simplicity  and  safety, 
audit  has  the  additional  recommendation,  that  it  would  enable  the 
State  to  dispense  with  a  large  number  of  officers,  and  obviate  the 
difficuUiea  which  are  inseparable  from  a  divided  responsibility  in 
the  maoagement  of  large  moneyed  interests.

MEMORIAL 


FBOM  Da  iHAKCIS  LIEBEB  RELATIVE  TO  VERDICTS 
OF  JURORS. 

N£W  YOBE,  Jane  26A,  1867. 

■Dear  Sir:  Observing  in  the  papers  that  you  bavo  proposed  in 
tbe  Convention  to  abolish  the  unanimity  of  jurors  as  a  requisite  for 
a  venliut  in  civil  coses,  I  beg  leave  to  otldress  to  you  a  few  remarks 
on  a  subject  whiuh  has  occupied  my  mind  for  many  y^ars,  and  which, 
I  consider  of  vititl  importance  to  our  wboleadmiDietratiou  of  justice.. 
Long  ago  I  gave  (in  my  Civil  Liberty  and  Self-Qovemment)  some 
of  the  reasons  which  induced  me  to  disagree  with  those  jurists  and 
BtatesiQon  wbo  coasider  UQanipiity  a  necessary,  and  even  a  sacred 
element  of  our  honored  jury-triuL  Further  observation  and  study 
have  not  only  confirmed  me  in  my  opinion,*  bat  hare  greatly- 
strengthened  my  conviction  that  the  unanimity  principle  ought  to  be 
given  up,  if  the  jary-triid  is  to  remain  in  harmony  with  tbe  altered 
arcumstances  which  result  from  th?  progress  and  genend  change  of 
things. 

The  present  ConstituUon.  of  our  State  permits  Utigaott  to  V9h». 
the  jury,  in  civil  caaei,  if  they  freely  agree  to  do  sa    This  WttoiA' 
[UoN-  No.  26.J  1 
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indioAta  that  the-adopdon  of  verdiota  hy  a  majoiftj  of'tliQ  jaron^  in 
ciril  caaes,  would  oot  moetwith  inaupantble  diffisulty  ;  bat  it  seenn 
to  ineerea  mote  importaot  and  more  oonaoouit  with  sound  reuon- 
iag  to  abaadoQ  the  unanimity  principle  in  penal  oases. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  "  Bsflections,"  a  oopy  of  which  has  been 
laid  before  each  member  of  the  Convention,  I  statad  tb«  diffeient 
caosea  of  the  Atilnre  (^  ja8Uce,in  the  present  time.  I  ought  to  have 
added  the  non-agreement  of  jurors.  It  would  be  a  nsefol  pieceof 
information,  and  an  important  addition  to  the  statistics  of  the  tiiD€>, 
if  the  Goarentibn  would  asaertaio,  through  our  able  State  statiaticiui, 
the  percentage  of  E!iil,ure8  of  trials  resulting  from  the  non-agreement 
ot  jurors  in  cirtl,  in  criminal,  and  especially  in  capital  cases.  This 
&ilure  of  agreement  baa  begun  to  show  itaelf  in  England  likewise, 
tinco  the  coarse  means  of  forcing  the  jury  to  agree,  by  hunger,  cold 
and  darkneas,  has  been  gireD  up. 

In  Scotland,  no  unanimity  ofi  t)te  jurjr  is  required  in  penal  trials ; 
nor  in  France,  Italy,  Germany,  nor  in  any  country  whatever  ezoqit 
Bfiglan^  asd  the  Uoitedt States.;  and  ia  the  BbglisfalAw  h  baaootns 
to  be  gradually  established  in  the  course  of  legal  changes,  and  hj 
no  means  according  to  a  principle,  clearly  established  from  the 
begioDii^,  The  unanimity  principle  has  led  to  strange  resulta.  Not 
only  were  formerly  jurors  forced  by  pb][sioal  means  to  agree,  in  i 
mer«t  and  .intellectual  point  of  view,  but  in  old  timea  it-bappeced 
tbat  a  verdict  was  taken  from  eleven  jurors,  if  they  agreed,  and  "  the 
refractory  juroi^"  was  committed  to  prison!  (Guide  to  Engliai 
Juries,  1682.  I  take  the  quotation  from  Forsyth,  Qiatory  of  Trisl 
by  Jury,  1852.) 

Under  Henry  II  it  was  established  ibat  twtAre  jurors  sbenld 
agiee.ta  order  to  determine  a  question,  but  the  ''affi>Tcement"oftfae 
jury  rnwmt  that  aa  long  as  twelve  jurors  did  not  agree,  others  were 
added  to  the  panel,  until  twelve  out  of  this  number,  uo  matter  boir 
laisS)  should  agree  one  way  o^  the  other,  Tbia  waaehnnged  oecss- 
iiMdlly.  Under  Edwazd  III  it  wu  "decided"  that  the  verdict  of 
iMsthAtLtwelvewas  anvllity.  At  ppeaenta  verdict  from  less  than 
twelve  is  sometimes  takea  by  consent  of  both  parties. 

AtfiMttbe  jurors  were  the  judges  themselves,  btlt  in  the  conrae 
of  time  the-jury,  asjndges  of  the  &ct,  separated  from  the  bench,  u 
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jadges  of  the  law,  in'  tbs  gfadnal  develbpment  of  bmr  aecusdt^lal 
tn&[,  as  contradistingaished  lO  the  inquigiloridl  triaL  Tbe  English'" 
trial  by  jury  ia  one  of  tbe  great  acquisitions  in  the  development  of' 
oar  Tace,  but  ererytbing  belooging  to  it  as  it  exists  at  present,  is  nOf 
pei^t;  Dor  dbes  tlie  trial  by  jury  form  the  only  exception  to  the' 
rule  that  all  institutions  needs  must  change  or  be  modified  in  thd' 
coarse  of  time,  if  they  are  intended  to  last  and  outlive  centuries. ' 

Tbe  French  rule^. and  I  bdieyethe  Italian  also;  is  in  penal  aa  well' 
aa  uvil  cases,  that  if  seven  jurora  are  against  five,  the'  jadge  oi- 
judgea  retire,  and  if  tbe  bench  decides  with  the  five  against  the 
seven,  the  verdict  is  on  the  side  of  the  five.  If  eight  jurors  agree . 
against  four,  it  is  a  verdict,  in  capital  as  Well  aa  in  common  criminiil 
cases.    There  ia  no  civil  jury  in  France. 

This  seems  to  me  artificial  and  not  in  hanDony  With  odr  conc^'' 
tionof  the  judge,  who  stands  between  the  partnes,  especftlly  so  Wheai' 
the  State,  the  Crown,  or  tbe  F^ple,  is  one  of  the  twoparties;  noi'' 
in  harmony  with  the  important  idea  (althongh  we  AmericaDS  ItaVO - 
gives  it  up  in  many  cases)  that  the  judges  of  the  &ot  and  those  of'' 
the  law  must  be  distinotly  separated. 

On  the  other  band  what  is  nnanimity  worth  when  it  is  enforced ; ; 
or  when  the  jury  is  "  out"  any  length  of  time?  which  provea  that 
the  formal  unanimity,  the  outward  agreement  is  a  merely  aocommo- 
dative  unanimity,  if  I  may  make  a  word.  Such  a  verdict  is  not  an 
intrinsically  truthful  one;  the  unanimity  is  a  real  " aflbrcement,"  or 
artificial  Again,  the  unanimity  principle  puts  it  in  tlie  power  of 
any  re&actory  juror,  possibly  sympathizing  more  with  crime  than  ' 
viUi  society  and  right,  to  deifeatj  the  ends  of  justice  by  "holding 
out"  Every  one  remembers-  coses  of  the  plainest  and  of  wrfl-' 
proved  atnxaty,  going  unpunished  because  of  one  or  two  jurora  ' 
resisting  the  othera,  either  from  positively  wicked  motives  or  some  ' 
mawkbh  reasons,  which  ought  to  have  prevented  them  firom  going 
into  the  jury-box  altogether. 

I  ask  then,  why  not  adopt  tbw  rule:  Mich  jury  AaU  consist  of 
twdoe  jurors,  the  agreement  of  two-thir<^  of  whom  shall  he  sufficient  far 
a  verdict,  m  all  cases,  both  civil  and  penal,  excfptin  capital  cases,  uihen" 
ihree-fmrtht  must  agree  to  make  a  verdict  valid.  But  the  f)remaa,  m 
rendsring  thit  verdiat,  shail  stale  }u>w  many  jurors  have  agreed. 
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I  have  never  hesrd  or  sees  in  print  an;  objection  to  the  passfige 
above  alluded  to,  in  which  I  have  Buggeated  the  abandoning  of 
ananinity,  than  this,  that  people,  the  erimioal  included,  wouM 
not  be  satisfied  with  a  verdict,  if  they  knew  that  some  jurora  did 
not  agree.  As  to  the  criminal,  let  ns  leave  him  alone.  I  can  assnre 
all  persons  who  have  investigated  this  subject  less  than  I  have  that 
there  are  very  few  convicts  satisfied  with  their  verdict.  The  worst 
ones  will  acknowledge  that  tbey  have  committed  crimes  indeed, 
bat  never  the  one  for  which  they  are  sentenced,  or  will  insist  apon  the 
fidsebood  of  a  great  deal  of  the  testimony  on  which  they  are  convicted. 

The  objection  to  the  non-unanimity  is  not  founded  on  any  psycho- 
logic ground.  How  much  stronger  is  not  the  fact  that  all  of  us  have 
to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  majority  in  the  moat  delicate  caaes, 
when  Supreme  Courts  decide  constitutional  questions,  and  we  do  not 
only  know  that  there  has  been  no  unanimity  in  the  court,  but  we 
actually  receive  the  opinions  of  the  minority,  and  their  whole  arga- 
ments,  which  always  seem  the  better  qnes  to  many,  sometimes  to  a 
large  majority  of  the  people  I  Ought  we  to  abolish  then  the  publi- 
cation of  the  fact  that  a  majority  of  the  jadges  ooly  and  not  the 
totality  of  them  agreed  with  the  decision  ?  By  no  means.  Daniel 
Webster  once  said  in  my  presence  that  the  study  of  the  "  Protests " 
in  the  House  of  Lords  (having  been  published  in  a  separate  volume} 
WBs  to  him  the  most  instructive  reading  on  constitutional  law  and 
history.  May  we  not  say  something  similar  concerning  many 
opinions  of  the  minority  of  our  supreme  benches  ? 

In  legislatido,  in  politics,  in  general  (except,  indeed,  in  diplomK^) 
the  unanimity  principle  savors  of  barbarism,  or  indicates  at  least  a 
want  of  development.  The  United  States  of  the  Netherlands  eoald 
pass  DO  law  of  importance,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  tbe 
States  General.  A  single  voice  in  the  ancient  Polish  Diet  could 
veto  a  measure.  Does  not  perhaps  something  of  this  sort  apply  to 
our  jury  unanimity  ? 

Whether  it  be  so  or  not,  I  for  one,  am  convinced  that  we  ought  to 
adopt  the  other  rule  in  order  to  give  to  our  verdicta  the  character  of 
perfect  truthfulness,  and  to  prevent  the  frequent  failures  of  finding 
a  verdict  at  all. 

I  am,  with  great  regard.  Dear  Sir,  your  obed't,

In  compliance  ^th  the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  passed  June 
27, 1807,  making  inquiries  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land  Office 
in  legard  to  the  salt  reservations  of  this  State,  the  said  Commis- 
sioneis  submit  the  following  report

These  lands  are  located  in  the  city  of  Syracuse,  and  the  towns  oF 
Geddea  and  Salina,  in  Onondaga  county. 

We  do  not  know  tlie  present  value  of  the  salt  lands  belongiDgio 
the  State,  and  have  no  means  of  making  an  estimate  of  the  approxi- 
mate value  thereof. 

A  portion  of  the  inqniries  contuned  in  the  resolntioa  was  refeirei! 
to  the  Hon.  Qea  Geddes,  Superintendent  of  the  Onondaga  Salt 
Springs,  and  the  following  is  the  reply  received  from  that  gentleman, 
which  reply  we  beg  leave  to  make  part  of  this  report :

I  know  of  no  way  of  determining  the  value  of  the  salines.  The 
State  owns  the  water  and  delivers  it  to  various  individuals  and  com- ' 
panies  to  be  made  into  salt,  receiving  from  these  parties  such  sum  as  ' 
has  been  determined  by  law.  This  sum,  since  1846,  has  been  one 
cent  a  bushel  of  56  pounds.  Under  the  policy  of  the  State,  large 
sums  of  private  capital  have  been  invested  in  thomanufiictureof  salt, 
which  capital  is  of  little  or  no  value  except  for  making  salt;  and  if 
the  water  should  fail  the  whole  of  it  would  be  sunk,  less  the  v^ne 
of  the  kettles  for  old  iron,  and  the  value  of  timber  that  might  be 
saved.  On  the  other  side,  it  may  be  said  that,  unless  the  water  wa« 
made  into  salt,  by  parties  other  than  agents  of  the  State,  it  would  ba 
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TQTth'  DOtbisg.  Any  one  iamiliAr  with  tba  bunneaB  of  making  ailt, 
knows  thftt  it  could  not  be  carried  on  direotly  by  tbe  State  witboat  loss. 

The  value  of  the  salines^  must  then  be  considered  as  that  smn  tbal 
tbe.State  may  justly  demand  of  tbe  m&nu&cturers  for  the  saltTatei 
delivered  to  them. 

'  Hie  local  market  for  our  salt  is  small,  and  to  compete  with  salt 
otitmde  this  local  market,  it  is  neoeasary  to  reduce  the  coat  of  the  salt 
to  die  lowest  point.  Not  only  the  price  of  tbe  water,  but  its  strength 
enters  into  tbe  cost  of  salt  To  raise  the  price  of  tbe  water,  or  to 
produce  salt  beyond  tbe  capacity  of  the  wells  to  funiisb  atrottff  mim, 
is  to  increase  the  cost  of  salt,  and  thus  lessen  the  quantilj  tbat  can 
be  produced  and  sold  at  a  profit  to  the  mana&cturer. 

;  M;  "  The  whole  quantity  of  land  reclaimed  by  lowering  tbe  oat- 
let  of  Onondaga  lake,  showing  tbe  nombar  of  acres  iritieh 
inured  to  tbe  State ;  also,  to  indiridoals,  by  name." 

There  has  been  no  land  reclaimed  by  lowering  the  outlet  of  OnQs- 
<3h>ga  lake  within  many  years.  Before  the  Oswego  canal  was  made, 
the  water  in  Onondaga  lake  was  lower  than  it  is  now,  or  all  the 
information  that  I  hare  been  able  to  obtain  leads  to  a  &Ise  concla- 
tAon.  The  dam  across  tbe  Oswego  river  at  Phcemx,  is  but  a  few 
iiicbes  lower  than  low  water  in  Onondaga  lake,  and  has  the  ef^t  to 
bold  the  water  up  in  that  lake  until  the  freshets  have  subsided  in 
the  river.  It  was  not  until  the  first  day  of  June  that  the  freshets 
ij^  the  river  had  sufficiently  subsided  to  enable  us  to  get  tbe  pumps 
at  the  salt  wells,  on  tbe  marsh  at  the  head'  of  tbe  lake,  in  operation, 
and  then  only  by  constructing  a  coffer  dam  around  the  engine  house 
in  three  feet  of  water, — and  now  a  large  proportion  of  the  low  lands 
aroand  the  lake  is  flooded.  There  can  be  no  reclaimiog  of  landa 
around  Onondaga  lake  while  Phoeipix  dam  remains  as  it  ia.

'•H^e  records  necessary  to  answer  this  qoestiQn  are  to  be  foaid  in 
tbe  keeping  of  tbe  CommisBionerB  of  the  Laud  OfSce,  aa  all  the  grutts 
of  l&nd  for  making  sohr  salt  are  made  by  that  ccnamiaaioD,  and  thero 
isn»  o$oial  records  <^  tb«m  in  this  ofiice.  But  tbe  Salt  CompMiy 
o|  Os(»d«ga  has  a  bm^  sboving  most  of  these  grants,  and  by  an*'*- 
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cation  to  tlie  gruitees,  I  have  so  far  supplied  such  information  as 
could  not  be  otherwise  obtained,  that  I  submit  the  following  achedole 
iQ  the  belief  that  it  is  substantially  correct  I  give  the  number  of 
acres  granted  to  eaoh,  of  State  lands,  though  not  called  for  in  the 
qaestion :

PREAMBLE  AND  RESOLUTIONS.      .

Wlurtxts,  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States

OP  COMMITTEE  OK  LEGISLATOKE,  &a,  ON  ORGANIZA- 
TION OP  LEGISLATIVE  POWER 

The  Committee  on  the  Le^pslatare,  its  organizatioo  and  the  nnin- 
ber,  apportionment,  elecUon,  tenure  of  office,  and  ooropenaatioa  of 
its  members  have  prepared  and  submit  the  following  article  of  tlie 
Cooatitution,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  conaidet- 
ation  of  all  propoaitioDS  whioh  have  been  referred  to  them  hj  the 
Convention : 

SficnoN  1.  The  Legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in 
a  Senate  and  Assembly.  Any  elector  of  the  State  shaU_be  eli^ble 
to  the  office  of  Senator  or  member  of  Assembly. 

§  2.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  thirty-three  members.  The  State 
shall  be  divided  into  eight  senatorial  districts.  There  shall  be  four 
Seoatois  in  each  districL 

The  first  district  shall  consist  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  additional  Senator.

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T&e  third  diatriot  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Putnam,  Bock- 
land  Dutchess,  Orange,  UUter,  Greene,  Columbia  and  Baosselaer. 

The  fourth  district  shall  consist  of  the  chanties  of  Albany,  Schft- 
neotady,  Fulton,  Hamilton,  Saratoga,  Washington,  Warren,  Essex, 
Clinton,  Fmnklin  and  St.  Lawrence. 

The  firth  dlstPict  shall  conaist  of  the  oounties  of  Jefferson,  Lam, 
Oneida,  Onondaga,  Ojwego,  Herkimer  and  Montgomery. 

Thfisi^thMiistrrct  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Otsego,  Scho- 
harie, Delaware,  Sullivan,  Brootne,  Chenango,  Madison,  Conland, 
Tioga,  Tompkins,  Chemung  and  Suhuyler. 

The  seventh  district  shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Yates,  Senec^ 
Ontario,  Cayuga,  Wayne,  Monroe,  Livingston  and  Steuben. 

The  eighth  district  shall  consijit  of  the  counties  of  Orleans,  Niig^ 
ara,  Erie,  Genesee,  Wyoming,  Allegany,  Cattaraugus  and  Ciiautan- 
quo.  The  whole  Seuate  shall  be  chosen  )it  tb*  flnt  alectvm  held 
under  this  Conslitution;  they  .shall  classify  thenuelres,  so  that  one 
Senator  in  each  district  shall  go  out  of  offiue  at  the  end  of  each 
yMr,  and  the  additional  Senator  fiir  the  first  district  at  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year.  After  the  expiractoa  of  tbeit  terms  under  sudi 
olMtifloatwn  the  tenns  of  their  office  shall  befoar  years. 

.§,3.  An  enanitn^on  of  the  inbaUlants  of  the  State  shall  b« 
taken,  under  the  direction  of  the  Legislature,  in  the  year  OM 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  at  the  end  of  eveiy 
tew  yedra  thereafter ;  and  the  said  districts — except  the  first  district 
~«Aall  bead  lUtered  by  the  Legtslatnre  at  the  first  session  after  tbo 
return  of  every  enumeration,  that  each  district  sb^l  contain  m  near 
aa  may  be  an  eqaal  namber  of  inhabitants  who  are  citizens  of  the 
Sinte,  and  shall  remain  unaltered  until  the  return  of  another  enume* 
laHOfl,  and  shall  consist  of  contiguous  territory.  No  county  shall 
be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  senate  district. 

§  4. 'The  Asa^bly  shall  consist  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
members  who  shall  be  cliosen  by  counties,  and  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  accwd- 
iiTg  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  thereof,  wh9  ar«  oitizeoa  of  the 
State,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,    Eaoh  oouuty  sball  beeatitled

to  at  least  oae  member,  except  tbat  tbe  coanties  of  Falton  and 
Hamilton  shall,  together,  elect,  antU  the  population  of  tbe  count/  of 
Hamilton  shall,  according  to  the  ratio,  entitle  it  to  a  member.  No 
new  county  shall  be  erected  unleaa  its  population  shall  eutitle  it  ttf  a 
member.  The  first  apportionment  of  membns  oT  Aasemblj  shall 
be  made  by  the  Legislature,  at  its  first  eeasion  after  the  adoptiop  ttf 
this  Gonslitution,  upon  the  enameratton  of  the  iohabitants  of  thit'

§  5.  The  members  of  the  Lejpslatare  shall  redeiTe  fdr  tlieir  Am*' 
vices  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  ten  cents  9st 
each  mite  they  shall  travel  in  going  to  and  returning  from  tber 
place  of  meeting  by  tbe  most  usual  route.  The  speaker  of  the 
Assembly  shall  reoeive  an  additional  compensation  equal  to  one-half 
of  his  salary  as  a  member. 

§  6.  No  member  of  the  L^islatnre  shall  be  appointed  to  any  <dril 
office  within  this  State  by  the  Qovernor,  the  Qovemor  and  Senate, 
or  by  the  Legislature  during  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected,  and  all  such  appmntneots  and  oil  votes  given  for  any  aufih 
member  therefor  shall  be  void.  Nor  shall  any  person  being  &  membeB, 
of  Congress  or  holding  any  judicial  or  military  office  under  the 
United  States,  hol<ra  seat  in  the  Legislature.  If  any  person  shall 
after  his  election  as  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  be  elected  to  Con* 
gress  or  appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  hia  acceptance  thereof,  shall  vacate  his 
seat 

§  7,  The  elections  of  Senators  and  members  of  Assembly  under 
this  Constitution  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  law.  The  first 
election  to  be  in  the  year  one  thousend  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight.  Tlie  legislative  term  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
and  the  Legislature  shall  every  year  assemble  on  tbe  first  Toesday 
in  January,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  by  law.  Tbe 
Senaton  and  members  of  Assembly  Tho  may  be  in  office  on  the 
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flrst  day  of  Janaary,  ons  tboasand  eight  bondred  and  Bizty-eigh^ 
sitall  bold  their  offices  until  and  inclnding  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  of  that  year,  and  do  longer, 

^  &  A  majority  of  each  House  shall  conBtitute  a  quoram  to  do 
boaiiieas.  Each  Rouae  shall  detcrmiae  the  rules  of  ita  own  proceed- 
ings, uid  be  the  judge  of  the  election,  retnroB  and  qualificatioas  oF 
its  own  members ;  shall  oboose  it  own  ofieen ;  and  the  Senate  bIuII 
choose  a  temporary  president  when  the  Lieutenant-Ooremor  Bb«ll 
not  attend  as  Presideat,  or  shall  act  as  Qoveraor. 

§  9.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  joarnal  of  its  proceedings  and 
publish  the  same,  except  such  parts  as  may  require  secrecy.  Tbe 
doors  of  each  House  shall  be  kept  open,  except  vben  the  public 
.  w«l(are  shall  require  secrecy.  Neither  House  shall,  without  the 
oooseot  of  the  other,  adjouni  for  more  than  two  days,

REPORT 


OP  inNOEITT  OF  COMMTPTEE  ON  LEGISLATURE  AS 
TO  OEGAKIZATIpN  OF  LEGISLATIVE  POWEB. 

The  undereigaed,  one  of  the  members  6f  tlie  committee  oa  the 
Legislature,  ite  o^^ganizatioD,  etc.,  in  dissenting  from  thd  repott  of 
that  committee,  aa  to  the  nomber  of  the  members  of  Assembly  and 
their  manner  of  election,  presents  the  following  as  a  sqbstitate  for 
KctioQ  4  in  that  report: 

g  4  The  term  of  office  of  members  of  the  'Assemblj  shall  be  one 
year,  and  their  membera  shall  be  asccrtairied  by  dividing  the  aggre- 
gate of  the  population  of  the  State,  according  to  the  last,  and  each 
BQccessire  enomeration  excluding  aliens,  by.  twenty  thousand,  add 
ing  one  additional  member,  in  case  the  fraction  over-ezceeds  &V9 
thousand ;  but  such  number  shall  never  exceed  two  hundred  and 
fii^.  The  members  of  Assembly  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  counties  of  the  State,  by  the  L^islature,  as  nearly  as  maj 
be,  according  to  the  number  of  their  respective  inhabitants,  exclud- 
ing aliens,  and  ahall  be  chosen  by  single  districts.  The  first  appor- 
tionment shall  be  made  at  the  first  sessioi^  of  the  Leg^ature  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution.  The  several  boards  of  supervisors 
ia  stich  counties  as  may  ba  eotitiedto  mora  than  one  member,  tipon 
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sucIl  apportLonmest,  shall  UMmble  at  such  time  aa  may  be  proyided 
bj  law  and  diTide  their  respectiTe  tjountiea  into  assembly  district, 
equal  to  the  number  of  membera  of  assembly  to  which  such  coonties 
are  entitled  by  suoh  apportionment,  and  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the 
offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  of  the  clerks  of  their  respective 
counties,  a  description  of  such  assembly  districts,  spedfying  tiie 
number  of  eaoh  district,  and  the  population  thereof,  according  to 
the  last  preceding  State  enumeration,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained 
Each  assembly  district  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  eqnal 
number  of  inhabitants,  excluding  aliens,  and  shall  conwst  of  conve- 
nient and  contiguevK  territory ;  but  no  town  shall  be  divided  in  the 
formation  of  such  districts. 

The  Legislature,  at  its  first  sessioQ  after  the  return  of  eveij 
enumeration,  shall  ascertain  the  number  of  members  of  Assemblj 
and  apportion  them  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  in  the 
manner  aforesiud,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  such  counties  aa 
may  be  entitled,  under  such  re-apportionment  to  more  than  one 
member,  shall  assemble  at  such  time  as  shall  be  provided  by  law, 
and  divide  sncli  counties  into  assembly  districts,  in  the  manner 
herein  directed ;  and  the  apportionment  and  districts  so  to  be  made 
shall  remfdn  unaltered  until  another  enumeration  shall  be  taken 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section. 

Every  county  shall  be  eotitied  |to  one  member  of  Assembly, 
except  that  the  counties  of  Fulton  and  Hamilton  shall  elect  together. 
until  the  population  of  the  county  of  Hamilton  shall,  according  to 
the  ratio,  entitle  it  to  a  member.  Ko  county  shall  be  erected 
unless  it£  population  shall  entitle  it  to  a  member. 

My  reasons  for  this  are  briefly  as  follows : 

The  Constitution  of  1777  proyided  thai  the  Assembly  should  coa- 
sist  of  not  less  than  70  members,  and  might  be  increased  by  a 
definite  ratio  to  800,  as  the  population  increased.  The  amendments 
of  1801  fixed  the  number  at  100,  with  a  provision  for  their  increase 
by  a  certain  ratio  to  150.  The  Constitution,  of  1821  fixed  the  num- 
ber at  128,  which  has  since  been  unchanged.  The  population  of 
the  State  in  1780  was  238,897 ;  in  1800,  688,603 ;  in  1820, 1,S02,- 
812,  and  is  now  about  4,000,000. 

One  of  the  great  fundamental  ideas  of  Amuican  poli^  ia  that  the 
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tegislatnre  aboulcl  conEdst  of  two  bodies,'  one  of  which,  being  more 
numerous  than  the  other,  should  primarily  represent  the  people,  and 
the  nearer  it  cornea  to  the  people  and  the  more  dipectlj  it  emanates 
from  them,  the  more  in  accordance  it  is  with  a  republican  form  of 
government  Sush  a  bodj  stands  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the 
people — ^it  is  theoretically  and  praotically  a  representative  body,  ita 
members. are  simply  agents.  The  namber  of  these  is,  in  tbe  ^rst 
inBtance  arbitrary,  but  the  larger  it  ia  the  more  nearly  it  represmU  . 
the  people.  The  namber  should  &irly  represent  the  population  and' 
still  sot  be  ao  large  as  to  preventbr  interfere  with  the  proper  dis- 
aharge  of  their  legislative  daties.  As  population  increased  the 
Dumber  should  increase  up  to  the  limit  of  availability.  If  128  waft 
the  right  number  in  1821,  it  should  be  increased  now  as  a  matter  ct 
right,  unless  there  is  some  good  reason  for  not  doing  so.  The  only 
objection  to  it  that  I  know  of  ia,  that  a  larger  number  will  interfere 
with  the  proper  transaction  of  business.  Is  this  true  in  fact?  Tbe 
House  of  Commons,  in  Great  Britain,  is  composed  of  over  600  mem- 
bers. The  legislative  body  of  France  was  composed  of  267  members 
prior  to  1863,  and  since  that  time,  of  88S.  The  i^ouse  of  Deputies, 
in  Frusta,  has  850  members ;  and.  in  Italy,  443.  The  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  has  241  members ;  and  the 
lower  house  in  Massachusetts,  240 ;  in  Connecticnt,  287.  In,  all 
these  cases,  and  others  that  might  be  cited,  there  has  bean  no  difii-. 
culty  in  transacting  businesa  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  wo 
can  safely  provide  for  an  increase  of  the  Assembly,  graduated  1^ 
tbe  increase  of  population,  and  if  we  can  do  it  with  safety  it  is  our 
duty  to  do  it  The  public  wants  and  feelings  call  for  it  Many 
consider  that  a  larger  bouy  wiU  be  less  lia^e  to  outride  influences,- 
leas  subject  to  the  temptation  of  meroenary.motires.  AU  shades  of 
opinion  or  interest  will  stand  a  better  chance  of  being  represented, 
in  a  larger  body  than  in  a  small  on&  My  idea  is  to  lay  down  or  estab- 
lish a  rule  or  principle  which  will  admit  of  expansion,  so  that  tbe 
CoostitutioD,  in  that  respect,  will  not  need  remodeling  every  decade. 
A  ratio  is  preferred  to  a  flawed  number  in|tsmuch  as  it  will  do  jus- 
tice to  future  increase  and  follows  the  precedent  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  as  well  as  our  earlier  Constitutions. 

The  ratio  of  1  to  20,000  representative  population  commends 
itself  by  its  adaptation  to  the  smaller  counties,  and  it  will  produce  a 
gradual  increase  from  the  present  number.     This  ratio  will  give  now " 
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172  memberB,  sod  in  1875  about  260,  bat  I  think  the  taismbeit 
should  never  exceed  250- 

Uetnbers  of  Assembly  sbonld  be  elected  by  single  districts  at 
now,  becaase 

1.  NocihiuigehMbeeiicalledfoiiDtbEtreapectbythepeopI^wii 
needed  by  tbe  oeoeesitiea  of  thA  timea.  Prior  to  1846  tbe  pecfile 
had  elected  by  counties  u  now  proposed,  erer  sinoe  1777,  and  the 
oxperieace  of  Boventy  years  had  oonvinced  them  of  the  neoesai^  of 
single  distriots,  in  order  to  obtain  «  correct  and  responrable  repn- 
sentation.  The  larger  the  district  and  the  more  that  are  elected 
together,  tbe  less.and  more  divided  is  the  feelhig  of  reapoBaUlit|r, 
&e  lass  direct  la  the  aooouotability. 

2.  The  people  are  more  nearly  represented,  their  feeliogs  and 
Tiews  more  exactly  expressed.  Whether  laws  are  -  local  or  geueral, 
each  locality  may  have  its  peculiar  views,  or  be  peculiarly  affected 
and  they  have  a  right  to  have  as  direct  an  expression  of  their  viem 
as  posuble. 

S.  Minorities  will  be  better  represented.  The  question  of  the 
repreaentatioa  of  minorities  is  an  important  one,  and  is  attneting 
universal  atkeotioo.  All  will  admit  its  propriety  and  justice  ia  i 
representative  form  of  government.  It  is  not  a  partisan  qaestioD, 
inasmuch  as  the  party  in  the  majority  thia  year  may  be  in  the  min- 
(ftit^  next  year.  Bat  the  trouble  is  to  fix  on  some  system  that  will 
be  practical  in  its  operations,  and  underslbod  by  and  acceptable  to 
the  people.  The  ingenioua  theori^  of  Mr.  Hare,  are  more  adapted 
to  the  evils  of  the  British  system  than  ,to  oor  own.  His  fears  of  the 
granny  of  nuyoritiesharnot  much  foundation  in  fiictwith  ua.  Still 
it  is  onr  duty  to  afford  every  &cility  possible  for  the  proper  erpres- 
noB  in  our  Legislative  bodies  of  the  views  of  all  our  citizens,  ^e 
proposition  that  any  one  receiving  a  certain  number  of  votes,  wher- 
ever in  the  State  they  may  be  cast,  ia  intended  to  accomplish  this 
resolL  But  will  it  do  this  7  If  the  pecple  act,  spontaneously,  that 
ia  without  concert  or  agreement,  in  the  selection  of  their  candidates, 
their  number  will  undoubtedly  be  large,  and  but  a  few  of  the  more 
known  or  popular  will  get  the  required  number  of  votes,  And 
then,  in  determining  which  of  those  recdving  a  lesa  number,  shall 
go  to  fill  ap  the  necesaaiy  number  of  the  Le^dative  body,  la  much 
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iqostioB  tn^  be  d(me  to  minontMs  u  wonM  be  in  uiy  otbor,  ^firttn^ 
li)  tOUTold  tbis,  a  plan  of  aoioa  or  ca«pei&tWD*b«l(Keoaity)g  thq 
TOtes,  U  detetaiined  oa,  this  would  lead  inoritibl^  to  the  ooun^  or 
State  ConTention,  which  ahoold  fix  or  nomimite  the  candidatae  &a 
the  aereral  locaUtios.  Thi^  i^mXt  would  ao^  I  isfigiae,  be  satiafac- 
tcnj,  its  evils  wgold  overbalance  aaj  good  that  might  arise  tmm.  it 

By  the  cdmulative  Bjatem,  reoommended  bj  Mr.  MLU,  an;  elector, 
in  case  more  than  one  member  was  to  be  elected  in  the  district,' 
instead  of  putting  on  to  his  ticket  several  names,  might  vote  for  one 
man,  so  tfiat  it  would  count  for  him  as  oiany  as  there  were  members 
to  be  elected,  and  thos  commntate  the  vote  of  his  &vorite  candidate . 
This,  of  course,  woald  allow  s  large  minority  to  choose  some  of  the 
members,  and  would,  to  that  extent,  be  benefidal.  TaMng  into 
account,  however,  the  habits  of  our  people,  it  is  doubtful  whether  an 
innovation  of  this  kind  would  be  advisable,  if  the  end  can  be  approxi- 
mately reached  by  any  other  way.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  minorities, 
as  a  whole,  have  always  been  fairly  represented  in  the  lower  House, 
mooh  more  so  than  in  the  Senate,  resuItiDg  entirely  &om  tbe  less 
size  of  the  districts.  Betain  the  future  of  mngle  districts  together 
'  with  the  privilt^  to  any  district,  of  choosing  a  dtizen  living  in  any 
portion  of  the  State,  tinA  I  think  as  much  will  be  acoompliidied 
towards  representing  minorities  as  would  be  by  any  other  pluL 

4.  Another  advantage  of  single  districts  is  that  nondnations  will 
not  be  as  much  under  the  control  of  central,  political  regencies.  In 
every  lai^  county,  at  [its  political  center,  there  is  a  party  power, 
that  would  in  a  great  measure  control  nominations,  if  made  at  one 
time  and  place  fbr  tbe  whole  county.  Tl^is  is  not  right  to  the  mass 
of  tbe  pe(^le,  especially  in  electing  the  more  numerous  and  popular 
body  that  peculiarly  represents  them.  It  is  no  answer  to  this  to 
say,  even  if  true  (which  I  deny)  that  better  men  might  or  would  be  ^ 
usually  chosen.  The  same  principle  might  leave  it  to  a  State  con- 
vention, or  to  an  Albany  or  New  York  regency  to  choose  all  onr 
officers.  The  question  is,  how  shall  it  be  arranged  so  that  the  mass 
of  the  people  can  express  their  own  views  by  themselves,  and  not 
through  any  self-appointed  guardians  or  political  managers.  This 
is  more  important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Senate,  by  tbe  plan 
now  proposed,  is  placed  fafther  from  the  people,  and  will  be  a  more 
conservative  and  independent  body.    We  should  not  retrograde  in 
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IhkrmB&Qer.  -The  intelligeace  of  the  people  cfto  be  safely  trusted. 
If  imiwoper  aomiiuttioiu  are  mode,  the  remedy  of  disr^u^og 
them  can  be  more  eflfectually  applied  and  better  men  be  more  easily 
chosen.

That  the  tecords  and  acoounta  of  this  Department  do  not  enable  the 
Auditor  to  give  in  debul  all  the  information  oolled  for  by  the  reeoln- 
tioo.  The  number  of  breaks  that  Aay  happen  in  each  year  are  not 
reported  to  this  Department  by  the  Canal  Commiaaioners,  Siiperin- 
teodenta  of  repairs,  or  repair  contractors.  The  amounts  expended 
upon  and  paid  for  breaks  on  the  canals  are  reported  to  the  Depart- 
ment at  the  olose  of  the  fiscal  year,  with,  the  aggregate  coat  of 
repairs  for  the  whole  year,  withoat  specifying  any  particular  break 
OQ  the  section,  or  the  nnmber.  The  length  of  time  that  any  par-

This  compila^on  of 
cost  is  made  up  from  the  raports  of  the  Superiatendenta  of  repairs. 
The  alwve  statement  does  not  embrace  sums  paid  by  the  repair  coo- 
traotors  for  the  repairs  of  breaks,  covered  by  the  terms  of  tbdr 
oootaracta,  bat  only  such  moneys  as  have  been  paid  by  the  Suk, 
outside  of  the  repair  contracts.

Tbe  Committee  on  the  Legislature,  its  organization  and  the  num- 
ber, apportionment,  election,  tenure  of  office,  and  compensation  of 
its  memberB  have  prepared  and  submit  the  following  article  of  the  . 
Constitution,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consider- 
ation of  all  propositions  which  have  beea  referred  to  tbem  hy  tho 
Coavention : 

1  Section  1.  The  Legislative  power  of  this  Stat«  shall  be

Respectfully  submits  the  following  report  on  the  subject  matter^ 
contained  in  the  said  resolution. 
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The  accounts  of  the  origical  cost  of  conatnictioD  of  the  Erie  and 
Champlaio  canals,  irom  their  comnaencement  to  their  completion, 
were  kept  together  as  one  work,  and  can  only  be  separated  hy  a 
particular  and  critical  exaniinalion  of  the  jesrlj  accounts  of  expen- 
ditures rendered  by  the  Canal  Commissioners,  and  of  payments  made 
by  the  Comptroller  up  to  1826. 

That  examination  has  heretofore  been  mikde  on  several  occasions, 
and  has  now  been  repeated,  and  the  results  given  in  the  statement 
annexed. 

There  are  not  any  reports  or  statements  in  this  department 
showing  the  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  on  this  canal  from  its 
completion  in  1826  to  iSsS,  and  the  amount  of  tonnage  carried 
during  that  period  can  only  be  estimated  by  the  amount  of  tolls 
received  in  each  year  from  1826  to  18S7  inclusive,  compared  with 
the  twelve  succeeding  years.  Upon  this  data  the  whole  number  of 
tons  carried  on  this  canal  from  1826  to  1866  inclusive,  would  not 
materially  vary  from  19,000,000  tons.

-ng&zA  to  the  charities  of  the  State,  and  a  woDing  purpose  to  limit 
Bad  restrict  appcopiiationB  by  the  State,  for  its  neoewary  charities, 
heff  icATe  to  present  die  GiUowing  reascms  why  a  Faumiling  Hospi- 
tal sfaoDld  be  establisfaed  \ij  the  State  aothorities. 

The  uudeisigiied,  with  a  BolBOul  of  Managera,  haa  been  for  the 
past  thirteen  yean  ooonected  with  the  Nunen/  ami  (^Uda'  ffospital 
in  the  city  of  New  Yoi^  The  result  of  the  ezperienoe  theisa. 
obtained,  has  been  not  oaly.todiioiiuBh  in&nt  mortali^,  but  has 
been  tiie  lueaos  of  prevattitig  crime.  Many  eases  of  suicide  and , 
iixfJB&ticide  have  been  anred  ainoe  their  extenaioa  of  chori^  for  the

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preventioii  of  foandlings.  The  nurseiy  waa  oiigmolly  iotended  to 
check  the  immense  mortality,  among  the  children  of  vet  Qtuses. 
*  The  neoeasity  for  a  Cbilda'  Hospital  induced  greater  and  more 
enlarged  effort&  No  illegitimate  child  was  then  admitted.  Bat  the 
numbers  lliej  were  forced  to  refase,  induced  a  deeper  study  into  the 
necessiUea  of  these  most  wretched  of  all  in&nts.  The  late  Isaac 
Townsend  wae  t^fcti  one  of  Uk  Qovemois  *f  the  Alms  House,  and 
prosecuted  his  search  after  truth  at  the  same  time  as  the  uuder- 
sigaed.  The  results  were  the  same,  and  his  report  was  published  by 
the  Board  of  Alms  Honae  Governors,  showing  the  great  need  of  a 
Foundling  Hcapital  in  New  York. 

The  statiaticB  of  foreign  Foundling  Hospitals  have  been  collected 
with  great  care.  Although  St  Vincent  de  Paul  was  not  the  founder 
of  the  first  Hospital  in  Fianoe,  which  was  in  1070,  beseems  to  have 
been  the  first  to  influence  tlie  public  authoritjes  to  acknowledge  the 
civil  existence  of  fonndHnga.  This  was  in  tbe  17th  century.  By 
an  edict  of  Louis  XIV.,  dated  1870,  the  Foundling  Hospital  was 
placed  on  the  same  footing  as  the  other  Hospitals  of  Paria  "  Con- 
mdering  it,"  he  says,  "  as  a  Ohristion  du^,  to  care  for  these  children, 
whose  feebleness  aad  misfortune  make  them  worthy  <^  c(Hnp«8aion, 
and,  farther  than  this,  th«r  preservation  is  an  advantage,  because 
they  may  be  useful  in  the  oountiy's  service."  In  178S,  a  Lying  in 
Asylum  was  established  under  the  auspices  of  Mane  Antoinette.  Id 
a  report  nude  to  the  King  in  1B87,  Mens,  de  Chtsparin  considers 
this  as  one  of  the  beat  instraments  for  the  diminution  of  ^  number 
of  abandoned  children.  Monsieur  Dupin  also.bears  testimony  to  its 
utility,  and  says :  "  When  a  child  has  lived  a  year,  and  its  mother 
has  enjoyed  its  first  amilev  thne  is  no  danger  that  she  will  abandon 
it"  The  London  Foundling  Hospital  was  founded  in  1739,  by 
Thomas  Coram,  and  is  now  reoognijsed  as  one  of  tbe  best  and  moat 
usefol  of  Sngland's  charitka.  Oovemor  Townsend,  after  alloding 
to  tbe  English  system  of  educatton  of  foundling  adds:  "  Should 
'  New  York  decide  to  provide  for  and  foster  the  helpless  outcast^ 
who,  bnt  for  saoh  kiodness  might  have  augmented  the  list  of  her 
felons,  and  have  required  the  outlay  of  the  erection  of  prisons,  she 
will  be  guided  by  no  narrow  considerations,  knowing  that  in  propoi^ 
tion  as  she  furnishes  the  comparatively  meanest  and  moat  despicable 
of  her  children  with  the  light  of  intellectual  and  moral  truth,  she 
famishes  good  subjects  ibr  the  government,  tiie  material  of  an  efiec 
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live  army  or  marine,  men  destined  to  carry  down  her  nascent  glory 
and  greatoess  to  tJie  latest  generation." 

A  select  committee  of  the  Board  of  Couscdlraen  was  appointed  in 
New  York  in  1S58,  to  ezamine  and  report  cm  the  expediency  of 
establbhing  a  Foundling  Hospital.  After  giving  the  sabject  oarefnl 
attention,  and  baring  oonferred  with  eminent  physicians  (who,  from 
the  opportnnitiea  of  observation  of  the  evils  arising  from  the  want 
of  a  Fonndling  HoB{Htal,  were  well  calculated  to  afford  information 
and  counsel)^  reported  that  "  the  reoords  of  our  coroners'  inquests, 
and  our  criminal  oonrtsshow  to  what  an  extent  the  crime  of  infan- 
ticide is  practiced,  that  the  evil  should  therefore  be  met  faee  to  face 
by  the  law  making  and  law  keeping  classes,  for  it  intrndes  every- 
where,  and  will  do  longer  be  named  in  whispers,  or  elbowed  or 
frowned  out  of  sight;  it  js  as  open  and  patent  as  drunkenness  or 
pauperism,  and  shoold  challenge  the  eerioos  attention  of  all  who 
have  the'  general  good  at  heart.  They  report  that  in  one  week,  out 
of  603  deaths,  no  leas  than  107,  or'  the  enormous  proportion  of  86 
per  cent  were  onder  one  year  of  age,  54  being  retni-ned  as  still  or 
premature  births.  If  this  startling  proportion  gets  into  the  bills  of 
mortality,  who  will  dare  even  to  guess  at  the  bnndreds  and  thousands 
of  cases  occarring  eveiy  year,  which  are  known  only  to  ^e  woman 
and  her  physuMan ;  occurring,  not  only  in  squalid  haunts  of  poverty, 
bnt  among  the  so-called  better  classes,  where  exposure  wQold  be 
infamy.'"  "In  Paris,  where  the  Well  endowed  Foundling  Hospital 
exists,  in&ntidde  occurs  very  rarely,  and  the- vile  occupation  of  the 
abortionist,  so  oflen  practiced  with  impnnity  here,  is  almost  nnlcBOwn. 
When  vice  rears  its  Hydra  "head,  not  only  in  the  side  streets,  but  in 
tht  Fifth  Avenue  in  New  York,  with  its  palace  walla,  raised  from 
proceeds  of  in&nts'  deaths  (and  perhaps  of  many  adults),  is  it  not 
time  for  legislators  to  secure  some  prevention  to  these  crimes  ?"  In 
speakiDg  of  the  evil  now  snggated;  an  officer  in  the  police  depart- 
ment writes :  "  These  evils  are  so  widely  spread,  and  deeply  rooted, 
as  to  appal  the  heart  of  evefj  philanthropist  and  Cbristiair  who  has 
given  the  subject  the  least  attention.  For  -the  year  ending  October' 
31,  1864,  l^e  nnmbcr  of  foundlings  received  by  police  was  211 ;  for 
the  year  1866,  284;  1866,  241. 

The  present  Hospital  for  Foundlings  has  been  in  existence  less 
than  two  years,  yet  its  results  are  exti'emely  encouraging.    Strici

disoriminatioa  is  used  od  tbe  admisnon  of  children.  TbiB  was  foood 
neceasary  in  England,  to  prerent  &e  evils  uisBg  from  the  too  giMt 
facilities  of  the  Paris  OT.Dublin  method.  "The  mother  must  pro 
dnoe  evidence  of  bavii^  borne  a  good  character,  until  the  dark 
shadow  of  him  who  ruined  her,  fell  across  her  path,  and  there  must 
be  a  strong  probabilitj  that  the  reception  of  the  child  will  be  the 
means  of  rescuing  the  mother  &om  that  oooise  of  lin  and  shame  m 
the  brink  of  which  she  stands."  Bat  the  Nnrsety  and  Childs'  Hoqii- 
tal,  not  only  aims  to  rescue  the  child  but  the  mother  also,  for  which 
purpose  a  Lying  in  Asylnm  bdongs  to  it^  and  here  are  aheltered  the 
young  women,  many  from  14  to  18  yean  ef  age,  who  have  beoi 
thrust  from  their  parents'  hooses,  on  discovery  of  their  eonditaon. 
What  becomes  of  these,  if  no  door  but  that  kadiag  to  farther  ain  or 
to  death,  ia  open  to  them?  The  ooroner  often  answers  when  describ- 
ing the  lifeless  forma  drawn  from  the  water.  Our  records,  but  Sot 
their  strict  privacy,  would  convince  the  most  skaptieal,  of  the  crimea 
we  have  prevented.  In  one  case,  the  fiuher  owned  his  dasife  to  kill 
his  dai^fhter  before  her  io&nt  saw  the  light,  and  that  he  had  ordsied 
his  son  "  to  put  a  ballet  through  the  head  of  her  seducer,"  yet  thst 
girl,  only  16,  was  pardoned  by  her  fiither  through  ooz  influence,  and 
now  leads  a  virtuous  life,  safdy  guarded  in  her  parents'  home.  Bnt 
for  our  Foundling  Hospital,  this  would  have  been  a  triple  murder. 
The  Alma  House  can  receive  women  who  have  no  shame  or  modesty 
left  whiph  would  prevent  their  seeking  refuge  in  a  public  dharifrf. 
These  are  not  the  mothers  of  the  wai&  and  strays  of  our  city.  It  is 
those  whose  dread  of  discovery  is  greater  than  their  loveofliEe^  and 
these  come  from  the  villages  and  towns  near  Kew  York,  or  in  other 
parts  of  the  Sute.  Out  of  195  cases,  only  37  belonged  to  the  city 
itself.  In  villages  where  every  me  is  known,  in&ntinde  is  rare.  In 
the  vortex  of  the  city  they  are  unknown,  and  on  pretense  of  a  visit, 
or  an  oifered  situation,  they  hide  themselves  till  thb  crime  ot  child 
murder  has  further  bUokened  their  souls.  The  Alms  House  haa 
given  its  report  of  numbers  received  and  deaths.  It  ia  prc^bly 
impoemble  for  them  to  do  more  than  is  done  to  diminish  their  mor- 
tality. -  They  cannot  induce  women  to  live  in  the  Alms  House  to 
nurse  these  in^te,  whep,  if  they  have  all  the  nourishment  reqvired, 
they  can  obtain  from  25  to  SO  dollars  a  month  in  luxurious  private 
&miliea.  The  Nursery  can  offer  them  great  advantages,  and  onr 
.BUooess  proves  how  mudi  more  can  be  done  l^  the  vigilance  of 
unpaid  labor  of  Chrntian  ladies,  devoting  time,  enei^,  and  means, 
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to  this  most  difficult  problem — tbe  Baving  of  infant  lires.  To  offer 
in  aa  Alma  House  such  a  home  as  we  provide  would  be  impolitic, 
as  it  would  encourage  pauperism. 

The  undersigned  believes  that  the  Nursery  and  Ohilda'  Hospital 
is  the  first  and  only  Foundling  Hospital  in  the  United  States.  It  is 
not  sectarian,  as  Protestant,  Eoman  Catholic,  and  Jewish  children 
are  received  on  equal  terms. 

The  undersigned  believes, 

That  it  has  been' tbe  means  of  saving  many  lives: 

That  it  has  prevented  the  commission  of  many  crimes : 

That  we  have  been  far  behind  every  other  country  in  tbe  care  of 
such  infants,  and  thus  many  valuable  lives  have  been  lost  to  our 
State: 

That  the  immense  number  of  children  now  left  at  our  doors,  and 
in  oar  docks,  sewers  and  open  lots,  call  piteouslj  for  legislative 
actioD: 

And  that  the  Nursery  and  dulds*  Hospital  is  better  prepared  Utan 
any  known  institution,  to  administer  through  its  lady  managers  aid 
aii  comfort  to  the  helpless  infant,  and  the  unfortunate  mother. 

They  ere  prepared  to  support  many  children  even  now,  but  the 
number  who,  for  want  of  room,  mnst  die  if  refused,  induces  a  strong 
desire  on  the  partof  the  undersigned,  in  the  name  of  the  managers, 
to  apply  to  your  honorable  body  to  provide,  that  the  Legislature 
shall  not  be  restricted  in  making  appropriations  for  foundlings,  and 
Aat  they  may  be  considered  the  children  of  the  State,  as  they  are 
.in  England,  France,  Russia,  Italy,  Austria,  Sweden,  Ireland  and 
South  America,  Spain  and  Portugal.
